FOUND DEAD IN EAST 


Appeared Here Three Times— 
Body Discovered in 
Bathroom. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
Gennaro Papi, conductor of Ital- 
ian repertoire at the Metropolitan 


Opera, was found dead today in 
the bathroom of his apartment 
in Hotel Woodward. 

His death was discovéred an 
hour before he was to have con- 
ducted “La Traviata” at the mat- 
inee performance, The body was 
found by a.room maid. 

Papi, 55 years. old, who hocanie 
an American citizen in 1927, was 
clad in pajamas when the maid 
entered his room. His dress shirt 
was on the bed, apparently ready 
to be donned. A detective said that 
Papi, who came here about two 
weeks ago from California, was 
served tea and cakes in his room 
at 19 a. m. The maid who served 
him said he was in apparent good 
health then. 

The Metropolitan was notified of 
Papi's death at 1:45 p. m., 15 
minutes before curtain time. The

tore Panizza, another conductor, 
to substitute. While he was en 
route to the opera house, the or- 
chestra played “The Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

He was noted as the man who 
conducted Enrico Caruso’s last 
performance, 

Papi was born in Naples, Italy, 
in December, 1886. His wife and 
two children live in Italy. 

After appearances at Covent Gar- 
den in London and the Imperial 
Opera House at Warsaw, he was 
induced by Arturo Toscanini, then 
the leading conductor of the Met- 
ropolitan, to come to New York. 


Papi was conductor of the 
grand opera season held in the 
Municipal Auditorium here _ in 
April, 1934, in dedication of the 
Opera House. He returned in the 
fall of 1935, to conduct operatic 
performances in Convention Hall. 

In the 1935 season, he was also 
conductor for a time of the Chi- 
cago Civic Opera Company. He 
resigned the Chicago position 
after a difference with the direc- 
tors of the company over the 
score of Respighi’s “La Flamma.” 

In 1936 he conducted a Lily ‘Pons 
concert here. 

It was Papi’s practice to conduct

BRITISH BAT LING 
AXIS TANK FORCES 
TRYING 10 ESCAPE 
FROM LIBYA TRAP 


Both Sides Reported Hold- 
ing Firm in Big Clash 
East of Tobruk—Infan- 
try Fighting Heavy— 
R. A. F. Pounds Nazis. 


CAIRO, Nov. 29 (AP).—German 
and Italian forces trapped east of 
Tobruk have reassembled “their 
remaining tanks” and, in a mighty 
effort to escape from encirclement, 
have smashed head-on into a Brit- 
ish wall and become deadlocked in 
a new major tank battle, the Brit- 
ish announced today. 

The battle began yesterday morn- 
ing southeast of Rezegh and con- 
tinued fiercely into the night “with- 
out either side having given or 
gained ground,” the British Middle 
East command said in a com- 
munique. 

The problem of the German com- 
mander, Gen. Erwin Rommel, is 
to- get his once-powerful mecha 
nized and motorized panzer units 
westward and out of immediate, 
danger as efficiently as possible;

In assembling for the big break- 
out effort units of the Italian 
Ariete (battering ram) division 
managed to join the Nazi forces, 
a British spokesman said, thereby 
forming a combination making the 
battle highly important and on a 
“considerable” scale.

With British airmen attacking 
the Axis forces steadily and Brit- 
ish tanks holding fast against con- 
tinuous pounding, the spokesman 
described the situation generally as 
“very satisfactory.”

This source said there was no def- 
inite indication whether the Axis 
armored forces possess sufficient 
quantities of supplies within the 
trap to permit prolonged fighting 
without relief.)

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
Senator McNary (Rep.), Oregon, 
called the price control bill as 
passed by the House “toothless and 
timorous” today as indications 
multiplied that bi-partisan efforts 
would be made in the Senate to 
rewrite the much-amended meas- 
ure. 

Joining with McNary, the minor-

Price Office Expanding. 

It was learned that the Office 
of Price Administrator, in antici- 
pation of enactment of price con- 
trols, already has expanded its 
compliance section, organized a 
field service and is at work on 
plans for swift conversion of ex- 
isting semi-voluntary price sched- 
ules affecting 43 industries into 
regulations. 

The compliance section has been 
nearly doubled in size in the last 
few weeks and now numbers 30 
lawyers under Brunson McChesney, 
former Wage-Hour law prosecutor. 

Overall growth of the OPA, 
which now has 1500 employes, is 
expected to be enormous after 
Congress gives it clear legal author- 
ity to put a lid on prices and 
enforcement powers to keep the 
lid clamped on. But aids of Leon 
Henderson, price administrator, 
give no anticipated total more spe- 
cific than “several thousand.”

Then he con- 
ferred with Secretary of State Hull 
by telephone, and considered rush-

Hideki Tojo. 

“Something to Dream About.” 

At the dinner the Chief Execu- 
tive spoke of people in other lands | 
overrun or attacked and those} 
even in countries which are at- 
tacking.

“Tt think we can offer up a little 
silent prayer that these people 
will be able to hold next year’ a 
Thanksgiving more like an Ameri- 
can Thanksgiving.

WASHINGTON, Nov.’29 (AP).— 
Waiting for Tokyo's next move in 
the Japanese-American crisis, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt warned other na- 
tions today that America is united 
behind his foreign policy of opposi- 
tion to aggression anywhere on 
earth. 

“That there is debate, or that 
there are statements of conflicting 
opinion prior to the decisions 
should not be taken by persons 
abroad as an indication of lack of 
cohesion among our people, though 
that mistake is sometimes made,” 
he said. “While there have been 
expressions of different views in 
regard to our foreign policy, I have 
always felt that those differences 
were of degree but not of prin- 
ciple.” 

Letter to Gillette 

The President made these state- 
ments in a letter to Senator Gil- 
lette, (Dem.) Iowa. The Senator 
has consistently opposed Roose- 
velt’s foreign policy and voted 
against the legislative measures de- 
signed to implement it. Recently, 
however, he wrote to Roosevelt, 
saying the majority had spoken 
and offered his “support and serv- 
ices” in carrying out the policy 
which the majority had laid down. 

Roosevelt’s reply was made pub- 
lic by the Senator. Whether it was 
timed to coincide with Japan’s con- 
sideration of its next step a 
matter of conjecture. In this con- 
nection, it was pointed out that 
Japan, in the opinion of some, had 
been proceeding on the assumption 
that American public opinion does 
not support the President's foreign 
policy. 

Firm Statement to Japan 

As the culmination of a series of 
conferences, aimed at the mainte- 
mance of the peace in the Pacific, 
Japanese emissaries here were 
given a firm statement several 
days ago, reasserting the American 
policy of opposition to conquest 
and aggression. The question of 
peace or war, some Government 
spokesmen have said, routs on To- 
kyo’s response. 

Secretary of State Hull and Lord 
Halifax, the British Ambassador, 
talked over the Far Eastern situa- 
tion for nearly an hour. Halifax 
told reporters the British and 
American, Governments were co- 
operating closely and that it was 
up to Japan alone to make the 
choice. 

At a press conference, Hull said 
there were no announcements to 
be made until Japan’s decision is 
known. He declined to er a 
question whether a Japanese at- 
tack on Thailand would bring on a 
major conflict In the.

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U.S. Army Pilot Flies From Denver 
To New York in Less Than 5 Hours 


DENVER, Nov. 29 (AP).—Capt. 
James Philpott, Lowry Field pilot, 
flew from Denver to New York, a 


distance of about 1800 miles, in 
four hours and 43 minutes in a 
speed test flight “a couple of 
weeks aog,” the pilot disclosed to- 
day. 

Capt. Philpott, ‘making his first 
public report on the test of a P-3, 
a pursuit-interceptor plane manu- 
factured for the Army by the Re- 
public Aircraft Co., said his aver- 
age speed was better than 375 
miles an hour. 

He told a Denver Pilots’ Club 
meeting the P-34 flew “better than 
600 miles an hour” in a test power 
dive of about 15,000 feet. 

No other Army plane time over 
the Denver-New York route was 
available tonight for comparison.

TO END DISPUTE 


Fact-Finding Board to Meet 
Continuously Today — 
to Report to President 
on Strike Set for Dec. 7. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt’s emergency 
fact-finding board in the railroad 
wage dispute, undertook media- 
tion of the issue tonight in an ef- 
fort to avert a threatened strike 
of 1,200,000 railway workers. 

Representatives of the carriers, 
the non-operating and the operat- 
ing unions gathered in three sep- 
arate rooms on the second floor 
of the Raleigh Hotel and the board 
members met with the _ three 
groups in turn, apparently as a 


prelude to a general conference, 

Chairman Wayne L, Morse an- 
nounced that the board would 
meet continuously through tonight 
and all day Sunday at a downtown 
hotel in order to have its second 
report ready for the President 
Monday. 


After listening to two days of 
arguments from opposing sides, 
Morse, who is dean of the Oregon 
University Law School, told the 
100 representatives of the carriers 
and their employes that the wel- 
fare of the nation demanded that 
the dispute be settled “without a 
paralyzing, and in the chairman’s 
opinion, an unjustifiable railroad 
strike.” 


The five operating brotherhoods 
called a strike for Dec. 7 after re- 
jecting the board’s recommenda- 
tions, made Nov. 5, for temporary 
wage increases. Fourteen non- 
operating brotherhoods have not 
issued a formal strike cal’, but 
have notified members to be pre- 
pared for one. 


George M. Harrison, appearing 
for non-operating railway workers, 
told the board at today’s hear- 
ings that its recommendations 
would place thousands of railway 
workers “in an economic vacuum 
with our sub-standard wages 
frozen at the only time in our lives 
when we should get an advance.” 


Earlier, J. Carter Fort, counsel 
for the Carriers’ Joint Committee, 
said the brotherhoods were “blind 
and stubborn” in refusing to accept 
the findings of a government 
board after full and fair hearings. 


Morse told both parties that the 
board was “under instructions of 
the President to make a supple- 
mentary report on Monday” and 
that two courses were open. 


First, the report could be based 
upon the record to date including 
two days or argument and re- 
argument, or second a “report 
based upon mediation.” 


Opposing counsel quickly agreed 
to meet with the board for fur- 
ther mediation efforts. 


Originally the brotherhoods ask- 
ed for an increase of 30 per cent 
for operating employes receiving 
from $5.06 a day up, and of 30 to 
34 cents an hour for non-operating 
workers who now get 35 to 8&5 
cents. The board recommended an 
increase of 7% per cent for the 
first group and 9 cents an hour 
for most of the second. The 
brotherhoods indicated willingness 
to accept a compromise providing 
15 per cent increase for operating 
workers and 12% cents an hour 
increase for non-operating.

Knox disclosed Wednesday that 
naval enlistments had dropped 
15 per cent since the Reuben 
James and Kearny torpedoings, 
but were picking up again. He 
attributed the decline to the re- 
luctance of parents to permit their 
sons to join the Navy. 

The Navy said the letter cir- 
culated by “We, the Mothers, 
Mobilized for America, Inc.” was 
signed by Mrs. Lyrl Van Hyning 
(Chicago), as president, and Grace 
Keefe, ag secretary. 

The copy made public said that 
“our sincere and heartfelt sym- 
pathy goes out to your entire 
family in this dark hour of sad- 
ness for the loss of your beloved.”

“All of the captive mine op- 
erators, except one, and the 
United Mine Workers of America 
have advised the arbitration board 
as to the evidence they desire 
to have considered. 

“The Crubible Steel Co., which 
operates only one mine, has not 
yet agreed to the procedure. 

Steelman said tnat the board 
would continue its deliberations 
until a conclusion was reached, 
and added that the arbitrators 
would meet again tomorrow. 

The board chairman said that 
seven steel companies had, by 
notifying the board as to the 
evidence they desired to have con- 
sidered, thus signified directly to 


ithe board their willingness to 
abide by its decision. | 

He added that the status of 
the Carter Coal Co, was uncertain 
because the Carter company was 
not a captive operator, but had 
been associated with the steel 
companies thus far in the captive 
mine dispute. : 

Two days ago the board asked 
seven steel companies and two in- 
terested coal companies whether 
they would abide by the decision of 
the board.

The House Military Affairs Com.

The announcement of the House 
committee hearings came within 
24 hours after President Roose- 
velt had told a press conference 
that he favored legislation di- 
rected specifically against former 
Federal officials seeking to pro- 
mote government contracts for 
fees. The President said that at- 
torney General Biddle was in 
agreement with that view and that 
a bill was in the process of being 
drafted. 

Biddle told reporters he knew of 
no existing law to prevent private 
citizens from accepting fees for 
aid in getting government con- 
tracts, although there was a pro- 
hibition against such activity by 
members of Congress or Federal! 
employes. 

Several demands for inquiries 
and passage of various bills have 
been made in the House during 
recent days. 

Among them was that of Repre- 
sentative Gehrmann (Prog.) Wis 
consin, who demanded immediate 
approval of his proposal for an 
investigation. He said he was 
moved to press for prompt action 
by a suit filed in New York by 
Charles West, former Undersec- 
retary of the Interior and at one 
time a contact man at the capitol 
for the White House. West, in his 
suit, asked for nearly $700,000 in 
fees on $70,000,000 of defense con- 
tracts granted the Empire Ord- 
nance Co.

The possibility of a strike by the 
Sanitary Milk Producers, co-oper-

E. W. Tiedeman, president of the 
co-operative, said its 2958 members 
would meet Wednesday at O’Fal- 
fon, Ill, to decide their course. 
While negotiations were pending 
with the distributers, he said, the 
co-operative’s directors were in- 
formed by its 350-member advisory 
board that the farmers would not 
sell their milk at the price offered 
by the dairies. 

Some of the smaller dairies, 
Tiedeman said, have agreed to 
continue the November price 
schedule until a new price order, 
expected soon, is received from the 
Surplus Marketing Administration. 

Distributers’ Stand. 

Counsel for the milk distributers, 

Karl P. Spencer, said they took 


the position that so long as the 


Federal Government undertook to 
regulate milk prices they would 
not enter into any separate agree- 
ments with the milk producers. 
Spencer said he had learned in 
Washington last week that the 
new price schedule will provide an 
increase of at least 25 per cent in 
what the distributers must pay to 
the producers.

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Dairy Farmers Trying to 
Forestall 


Rises Seasonally. 


The possibility of a strike by the 
Sanitary Milk Producers, co-oper- 
ative association of Missouri and 
Illinois dairy farmers who supply 
72 per cent of the inspected milk 
for the St. Louis market was dis- 
cussed yesterday by officers of the 
co-operative following a _ break- 
down in negotiations with distrib- 
uters. 

The farmers are seeking to fore- 
stall a cut in the price of milk paid 
to them. An order of the Surplus 
Marketing Administration last De- 
cember provided for a reduction of 
10 cents a hundred pounds during 
the months of December, January 
and February when milk produc- 
tion increases seasonally. 

E. W. Tiedeman, president of the 
cooperative, said its 2958 members 
would meet Wednesday at O'’Fal- 
jon, Ill., to decide their course. 
While negotiations were pending 
with the distributers, he said, the 
co-operative’s directors were in- 
formed by its 350-member advisory 
poard that the farmers would not 
sell their milk at the price offered 
by the dairies. 

Some of the smaller dairies, 
Tiedeman said, have agreed to 
continue the November price 
schedule until a new price order, 
expected soon, is received from the 
Surplus Marketing Administration. 

Distributers’ Stand. 

Counsel] for the milk distributers, 
Karl P. Spencer, said they took 
the position that so long as the 
Federal Government undertook to 
regulate milk prices they would 
not enter into any separate agree- 
ments with the milk producers. 

Spencer said he had learned in 
Washington last week that the 
new price schedule will provide an 
increase of at least 25 per cent in 
what the distributers must pay to 
the producers. The increase, he 
sid, would be about 1% cents a 
quart. 

The new price schedule, Spen- 
er added, should be received the 
latter part of this week, or early 
next week, It will be based on 
information obtained by the Sur- 
plus Marketing Administration at 
a hearing held in St, Louis last 
Sept. 8 and 9 at the request of the 
Sanitary Milk Producers. 

Tiedeman said the labor, feed 
and other costs of farmers had so 
increased since the price order of 
December, 1940, that they could 
not stay in business at the prices 
fixed in that order, 


Willing to Arbitrate. 

The farmers were willing, he 
said, to submit the price con- 
troversy to mediation or arbitra- 
tion, but the distributers would not 
consider this. 

Another factor affecting the 
price situation, Tiedeman said, 
was that dairy production had 
been greatly increased under the 
Rational defense pro with 
great quantities of milk going into 
cheese and other milk products, 
and into evaporated milk. 


Costs Are High. 

Such milk need not be inspected, 
he said, but the increased demand 
has so increased the price that 
Operators of non-inspected farms 
are now receiving about as much 
for their milk as are those who 
maintain inspected farms. And the 
cost of producing milk on inspect- 
ed farms, qualifying under the St. 
Louis milk ordinance, is about 50 
cents a hundred pounds more 
than the cost of mnon-inspected 
milk, he said. 

What the farmers get for their 
milk is determined by a compli- 
cated formula, based on the but- 
ter market at Chicago, and taking 
into account the use to which their 
milk is put. In October, the last 
month for which figures are avail- 
able, they got $2.70 a hundred 
pounds for Class 1 miilk, that is 
fluid milk sold in bottles and cans. 
he price for Class 2 milk, that 

milk used for cheese, ice cream, 
and other milk products, was $1.85 


Mik Producers in that month was 
Class 1 milk, 20 per cent in Class 2.

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MEXICAN ASSERTS 
TORRANCE BRIBED 
HIM TO BE SILENT 


Quoted by Judge as Say- 
ing Explorer’s - Elderly 
Bride Was Killed Far 
From Place Pointed Out. 


MONTERREY, Mexico, Nov. 29 
(AP).—Trial Judge Jesus B. San- 
tos reported officially today that 
police had arrested a witness who 
testified he had been bribed by 
Arthur Torrance to conceal the 
fact that he had found the author- 
explorer alone, calmly smoking a 
cigar, at the spot where Tor- 
rance’s elderly bride actually met 
death, about seven miles from 
the point given by Torrance as the 
scene of an automobile accident 
fatal to his wife. 

“She was killed here,” the 
Judge said the witness, Andres 
Ruiz, told him after taking Santos 
to a clump of bushes near the 
spot where he says he saw Tor- 
rance the night of Mrs. Torrance’s 
death. 

The 54-year-old writer, of New 
York City, is charged with mur- 
dering the former Mrs. Ada Love- 
land, of Kalamazoo, Mich., with 
whom he was on a Mexican honey- 
moon and who, he insists, died not 
at his hands but in an automobile 
crash. 

Cash and a $2000 ermine coat 
belonging to the dead woman 
were named by H.uiz, a local traf- 
fice agent, as the price of his 
silence, Santos asserted. 

In connection with the police 
theory+«that Torrance beat his 67- 
year-old bride of three weeks to 
death with a vacuum bottle, it was 
learned that two hospital nurses 
who had attended the injured wom- 
an would be called by Santos next 
week to tell of finding beneath 
her fingernails hair which they 
said did not match her own. 
The judge said the testimony of 
the nurses, Edelmira Canales Leal 
and Senorita Ortiz, might indicate 
Torrance’s bride had been in a 
struggle for her life. 

Torrance’s attorneys argued to- 
day, in an appeal against his for- 
mal imprisonment, that there was 
not sufficient evidence to hold him 
and that he should be released. 
The lawyers said they would carry 
their action to a higher court in 
Mexico City if Santos denied the 


appeal.

George L. Dyer, insurance agency 
head, member of the “clean-up” 
Election Board of* 1936, and one of 
the recipients of the 1937 St. Louis 
Award, died last night at St.

Mr. Dyer, who had recovered 
from a slight stroke a year before, 
was in a lawyer's office in the 
Commerce Building, Broadway and 
Olive street, when stricken. 

The Election Board, of which he 
was secretary and a Republican 
member, was appointed by Gov. 
Guy B. Park Sept. 18, 1936, after 
the previous board had been dis- 
missed “for the betterment of the 
public service,” following the ex- 
posure by the Post-Dispatch of 
wholesale frauds in the registration 
of voters and the August primary 
election.

P. Williams, chairman, and the 
late Marvin E. Singleton, Demo- 
crats, and Arthur J. Freund, Re- 
publican.

The sixth annual St. Louis 
Award, made in 1937, for outstand- 
ing services to the community, was 
divided between the Williams- 
Dyer~- Freund - Singleton. Election 
Board and Mansfield C. Bay, the 
latter being honoréd for his serv- 
ices as chairman of the Cost of 
Government Committee in St. 
Louis County. 

In the certificate given to the 
former Election Board, the award 
committee stated that it recognized

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
The House Labor Committee today 


told the House that its bill com- 
bining “cooling off” and plant seiz- 
ure proposals for dealing with 
strikes contained “every provision 
necessary at this_time to protect 
the defense program.” 

But Smith (Dem.), Virginia, ad- 
vocate of more restrictive measures 
on labor, declared in a statement 
that the committee’s bill was “al- 
most worthless” and, with dissatis- 
faction expressed by others, it was 
apparent that the legislation would 
run into strong opposition when 
it comes up for debate Monday. 

“The labor committee bill, ap- 
parently to be sponsored by the 
administration, does nothing that 
is not glready being done, except 
to provide for the 60-day cooling- 
off period,” Smith contended, 

The committee measure would 
recreate the National Defense Me- 
diation Board, give it power to 
seek settlement of defense labor 
disputes by conciliation, mediation 
and voluntary arbitration during 
a 60-day waiting period and, as a 
last resort, would authorize the 
Government to take over and op- 
erate a defense plant or facility 
where production was impeded. 

Informed sources said the Ad- 
ministration would support the bill 
vigorously as a “middle-of-the-road 
course,” and Democratic Floor 
Leader McCormack of Massachu- 
setts dictated this statement to re- 
porters:

Law Out of Politics. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
Publication by the White House 
tonight of hitherto confidential 
press conference remarks disclosed 
that President’ Roosevelt as far 
back as April 21, 1938, favored 
amending the Wagner Labor Re- 
lations Act by a commission such 
as that created by England to im- 
prove social welfare laws period- 
ically. 

Stenographic excerpts of these 
interviews were released in ad- 
vance of their publication next 
Tuesday in the serond set of the 
Roosevelt public papers in book 
form. ‘ 

They covered the first two years 
of the President’s second term— 
1987 and 1938—and included quo- 
tations from special as well as reg- 
ular press conferences. Containing 
70,000 words in all, the volume be- 
gan with the 338th regular press 
conference of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration and ended with the 508th. 
The President's remarks on the 
Wagner Act were given at an off- 
the-record interview with members 
of the American Society of News- 
paper editors three and a half years 
ago. 

Asked why Congress could not 
pass legislation that would not be 
“one-sided,” the President replied: 
“For this very simple reason: 
The Wagner Act ought to have 
various amendments made to it, 
but we are funny people over here. 
We at once go to the extremes, 
both on the side of labor and on 
the side of the employer. We all 
get upset and excited, and we say 
things we do not mean and we 
make overstatements. 

“Now, in England, when they put 
socia] legislation on the statute 
books, they do it with the knowl-

It is neither the short- 
est distance between two points 
nor the levelest nor the smoothest 
nor has it the,best climate. 


_ The reason for this curious state 
of affairs is that when the Japa- 
nese took Canton tHe Chinese had 
to have their new supply route in 
a hurry. And when you are in a 
hurry you do the best you can. 
The Chinese had no machinery for 
building roads. Whatever road 
they built they would have to build 
by hand. And the route of the 
Burma Road is the only route 
along which there are large enough 
towns and village’ and cities to 
supply the volunteer labor to build 
it. The valley that is the direct 
route is sparsely populated. In the 
hills to the west there are more 
villages, and the villagers could be 
turned out to cut and scrape and 
build the Burma Road with their 
hands, carrying the stones and dirt 
in little baskets on their backs. 
Picks and shovels in hand and lit- 
tle baskets were the only tools 
they had to build a road 715 miles 
long. 


The Chinese were grading a 
fight-of-way up the straight val- 
ley from Lashio to Kunming. They 
plan to put a -railway through 
there. Flying up this valley, I saw 
miles and miles of new construc- 
tion. I also saw many miles where 
there was nothing but the steep 
slopes of mountains:and the rice 
fields on the floor of the valley. 
Four, five, 10 years from now this 
railway may be complete—after 
the grading is done, if there is 


stock to run on them.

Only $000 Tons a Month 
Hauled Over Road. 


HEN I was in Lashio they 

were getting 4hrough some- 
thing like 9000 tons a month over 
the Burma road. You do not have 
to be a military man or a trans- 
portation expert to be appalled by 
the inadequacy of 9000 tons a 
month to supply an army of mil- 
lions. 

American experts: had taken 
over the management of the road, 
and there was much talk about 
how things were going to be. 

There have been scandals on the 
Burma road. One kind of scandal 
was that rich Chinese were get- 
ting priority on truck-convoy space 
—to ship out their worldly goods 
as a hedge against a monetary in- 
flation. Another scandal was the 
hijacking that had been going on. 
Local Chinese made whole con- 
voys of trucks disappear. They 
stole the tires off trucks. If you 
left your truck unguarded it might 
not have a motor, let “Glone a 
load of munitions when you got 
back. A third kind of scandal was 
the scandal of just plain ineffici- 
ency. 


British Red Tape ; 
One Cause of Delay. 


HIS scandal was not on the 
Chinese alone but also.on the 
British. 

In Rangoon, there were great 
storage yards and warehouses full 
of lease-lend cargoes that no one 
had been able to move up the riv- 
er-rail route to Lashio, even as

Why the British Burmese admin- 
istration has done so little about 
this situation since the war be- 
gan, I do not know.

The mess of the Burma road 
only begins in Rangoon, In Las- 
hio, tens of thousands of tons of 
equipment lie in open parks wait- 
ing for trucks to take them 
through the bottleneck that is the 
road itself. 

Well, the Yanks were coming to 
fix this all up. There are two. I 
was told by everyone that they 
were both good men. One is 
named Dr. Cook. He is supposed 
to run the road for Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek. The other ig a 
trucking expert named Arnstein, 
and it is his ambition to institute 
a dispatching system which will 
start trucks at the rate of one 
every two minutes, 24 hours a day. 
If he is able to do this, it will in- 
crease the capacity of the Burma 
road from 9000 tons a month to 
50,000. But he doesn’t really ex- 
pect to get the dispatching system 
down that fine. The Chinese spoke 
hopefully of getting 30,000 tons a 
month over the road. 

I lost interest in the Burma 
road when I learned of the meag- 
erness of even these hopes. Thirty 
thousand tons a month will never 
give_the Chinese the arms with 
which to destroy their enemies — 
and ours. 

I don’t mean that the Burma 
road should be abandoned. The 
Burma road—even the 9000-a-ton- 
a-month Burma road — is vitally 
important to the’ Chinese. They 
must have it—just to stay in busi- 
ness. But at this stage of the 
game, staying in business is not 
what interests Americans. most. 
What we have got to figure out 
for the Chinese is how to put their 
enemy out of business, how to ad- 
minister a fatal blow to the Jap- 
anese. And the Burma road will 
never carry them the tools with 
which to do that.

TOBRUK AS BASE FOR NEW DRIVE 


By KIRKE L. SIMPSON

RITISH hopes of ultimately 
B sweeping Axis forces out of 

North Africa seemed to be 
keyed to the Port of Tobruk as 
the second wéek of the Libyan 
offensive draws to an end, 


Grimly held by an Allied-British 
garrison for seven months against 
foes, 
that best harbor of the Eastern 
Libyan coast is a vitally important 
supply bridgehead for a British ad- 
vance westward. 

With reported British completion 
of the Rezegh-Tobruk junction at 
Ed Duda to slam.shut the western 
gateway of the British trap on 
Axis forces east of that line, the 
first phase of the fight is favorable 
to British hopes. There were indi- 
cations, despité sharply conflicting 
British and Axis accounts of what 
was happening within the trap, 
that German-Italian forces were 
making desperate attempts to 
break out westward for retreat 
into - the mountainous @Libyan 
hump. 


Cleanup at Tobruk. 


A Cairo announcement said To- 
bruk’s relieved garrison and com- 
rades who cut their way to the 
Ed Duda junction have now struck 
out westward from the Tobruk 
front. That means they are en- 
deavoring to clear up the deep ring 
of Axis fortifications built up about 
the port, leaving the mopping-up 
of Axis resistance centers east of 
the Tobruk-Rezegh line to other 
forces. i 

Without Tobruk’s harbor facili- 
ties as an advance base, a British 
coastal surge westward toward 
Derna, 100 miles away, would be a 
long-haul operation. Mersa Matruh, 
British railhead on the Egyptian 
coast, is 200 miles east of Tobruk. 


With Tobruk firmly held by the 
British and its nearby siege zone 
cleared of Axis forces, however, 
direct British sea-borne.. contact 
with Alexandria would be possible. 
It would free the desert highways 
and the Mersa Matruh-Alexandria 
railroad 6f much of the war traffic 
burden to sustain the British west- 
ward drive. 


Attack on Axis Lines. 


A hammering westward attack 
from Tobruk along the main road, 
which is under fire of British na- 
val guns virtually all the way to 
Derna, also would be calculated to 
force German tank concentration 
in that area, and thereby lessen 
their’ availability for relief of their 
trapped Axis comrades behind’ the 
Tobruk-Rezegh line. ' 


For these reasons the start of 
British westward coastal push from 


Tobruk marks the inception of the 


second phase of the Libyan cam- 


'paign on British initiative, even 


before results of desperate tank 
battles’ in the Rezegh region are 
fully known. Tobruk, where the 
British Navy. managed to land 
tanks at night for use of the be- 
sieged garrison, is as vital for 
quick reinforcement of the Rezegh 
line as for a base to support a 
drive at Derna. :

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GREAT MILITARY OPERATIONS 


Aggressive Tactics, High Morale Behind Bril- 
liant Stand in Libya—Garrison Bulwarked 
by Navy Supply Line—500 Australian De- 
fenders Buried in Cemetery Outside City.

Lucknow was besieged for three 
months, from January to Mai -:, 
1858. At Mafeking, British troops 
held out heroically for seven 
months — from October, 1899, to 
At Tobruk, a few 
thousand men held out for nearly 
eight months against the combined 
Italian and German armies, total- 
ing many times their number, and

But time tells only a small part 
of the,story. The siege ot Tobruk 
differs from earlier sieges in many 
ways. . 

The troops in this small Cirenai- 
can city were at once more, fav-

meter of defense and these little 
patrols often penetrated deep into 
the positions held by the investing 
Axis forces. | 
Kept Initiative. 

Largely owing to thie the defend- 
ers kept the initiative ana through 
the siege they held moral super- 
iority over their enemy. No be- 
sieged garrison ever displayed 
greater cheerfulness or higher mo- 
rale. 

In peacetime, Tobruk was a 
placid little town. Clusters of white 
houses faced the blue waters of 
the bay. It would be difficult to 
recognize thdt picture in the To- 
bruk of today. 

Shelled by Axis planes and ar- 
tillery and fired by torch-bearing 
invaders day and night for months, 
it is now a battle-scarrea com- 
munity. Scarcely a building 
stands which does not bear the 
marks of attack. 

The Italian garrison at Tobruk 
was captured by the British on 
Jan, 22, last. The siege began on 
April 12.

After eight weeks of siege, it 
became clear to British strategists 
that the town could not be cap- 
tured if the sea-ways were kept 
open for a steady influx of sup- 
plies. That placed the fate of 
Tobruk directly in the hands of 
the British Navy. The siege then 
took. on two major aspects: by 
water, the maintenance of supply 
service and the regular arrival 
of ships which must get through 
despite desperate and relentless, 
air efforts of the Luftwaffe; by 
land, the heroic resistance of the 
besieged troops. 


Of the casualties among the 
smal] force holding Tobruk, the 
full story cannot yet be told. A 
few miles outside the city there 
is a cemetery, marking the graves 
of 500 Australians. 


Fire as- a Weapon. 


The fighting was a strange mix- 
ture of modern methods amid 
African surroundings. Incend- 
iarism proved a favorite weapon 
of the Axis armies. They used 
special troops of fire-hurlers who 
threw hand torches and employed 
specially equipped tanks from 
which flaming projectiles were 
discharged. - 

The sand of the desert added 
to the suffering. The town line 
of Tobruk ends abruptly at the 
edge of the desert.

Typical of these is the story of 
a Spanish Republican, Capt. Juan 
Cortez, a former airman. Last 
month Cortez completed his twen- 
ty-fifth voyage to Tobruk as master 
of a cargo steamer. Achieved un- 
der constant bombardment by Axis 
aircraft, Cortez’s service was one 
of the many heroic feats written’ 
into the record of the Tobruk siege. 


The condition of Tobruk harbor 
presented a major obstacle fo 
bringing in supplies. The water- 
ways were clogged with hulks of 
merchant ships and the scuttled 
Italian cruiser San Giorgio. The 
port was so cluttered with wreck- 
age that no large ships could dock. 
Only a narrow passage remained 
| open. Thus the task of bringing 
in supplies was performed by a 
fleet of small vessels, 


American industry played a ma- 
jor part in supplying the city. 
While the largest quota of Ameri- 
can-made goods reached Tobruk 
during the latter period of the 
siege, American co-operation dates 
back to the first months. It is 
recorded that tanks from the Unit- 
ed States were being used by the 
British at Tobruk as early as last 
June. 


Through most of the siege, at an 
ever-increasing rate, American- 
made equipment — planes, tanks, 
munitions and other vital needs— 
were arriving at Tobruk. 

Life in Besieged City. 

Thanks to this constant stream 
of supplies the siege was marked 
by little of the privation which 
has attended other historic sieges, 
Life in Tobruk during the period 
of partial isolation reflected the 
spirit of the garrison. With due 
allowance for the tension of con- 
| stant, bitter fighting, the men built 
up an existence surprisingly close 
to normal. 


In a captured Italian printing 
plant they published a newspaper, 
“Dinkum Oil” (Australian for 
“straight dope”), which did much 
to maintain morale. Occasionally 
they enjoyed cricket and soccer. 
These games were played at dawn 
before the African sun rosé so high 
that the temperature prohibited 
such diversion, 


The arriving supplies were re- 
stricted to essentials, and these 
did not include beer or cigarettes.

More than 1,235,000 persons— 
roughly equivalent to the 1940 
population of the St. Louis Metro- 
politan area—get about $3,085,633 
worth of recreation annually from 
the Meramec River and its trib- 
utaries, it is disclosed by a path- 
finding survey, not yet completed. 
Field studies covering 442.8 river 
miles, made by State, Federal and 


regional agencies in the summer 
of 1940, developed a mass of data 
still under study fér the prepara- 
tion of final reports. The con- 
clusions are expected to help chart 
the method for future studies of 
other recreational streams, 

Incomplete reports made to a 
recent meeting of the Drainage 
Basin Committee for this area, 
were made available to the Post- 
Dispatch on its inquiry addressed 
to the State Planning Board and 
W. W. Horner, St. Louis engineer 
and consultant of the National 
Resources Planning Committee. 

The survey was undertaken 
after congressional authorization, 
for future allotment and construc- 
tion, of several dams in this area 
in a reservoir system for Lower 
Mississippi flood control. 

Recreation, covered in most de- 
tails in the partial report, and 
aspects of public health, land and 
wildlife conservation, still under 
study, were among the phases in- 
vestigated.

Troop and Supply Vessels 
Sent Down by Two Sub- 


marines — Five Other 


Ships Damaged. 


LONDON, Nov. 29 (AP).—The 
Admirality announced today that 


two British submarines had sunk 
at least eight Axis troop and sup- 
ply ships recently in Arctic waters, 
leading informed British sources 
to believe that Germany was hav- 
ing to reinforce Finnish troops on 
the Murmansk front. 

The Admiralty’s announcement 
indicated the probability that nu- 
merous other Axis-vessels had been 
sunk by Britsh undersea craft 
which “have been inflicting severe 
losses on German troop transports 
and supply ships carrying rein- 
forcements of men and material to 
the German armies on the Mur- 
mansk front.” 

One of the British submarines, 
the Tigris, commanded by Com- 
mander H. F. Bone, sank five Axis 
ships and seriously damaged a 
sixth, the Admiralty said. Another 
submarine, the Trident, under Com- 
mander G. F. Sladen, was credited 
with sinking three out of seven 
troop transport and supply ships in 
convoys. 

“The other four were so seriously 
damaged that their destruction is 
considered probable,” the commu- 
nique added.

North of Rostov in the Donets 
basin the Russians reported a few 
days ago that they had made gains 
of 60 or more miles, endangering 
the long salient the Germans had

(The Germans said today they 
had evacuated the central part of 
Rostov “in order to make the most 
thorough preparations for neces- 
sary measures against the popula- 
tion” which was accused of partici- 
pating in guerrilla warfare.)

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FAILURE IN LEARNING 
TREAD DISCUSSED 


Fewer Children in First Grade 
Given as One 
Remedy. 


Not only eye defects, but fairly 
eommon psychological difficulties 


and simple failure to learn to read, 
because of the nearly universal 
crowding of first grade classes, 
were discussed as remediable 
causes of “backwardness” by Miss 
Emily M. Spencer, executive sec- 
retary of St. Louis Society for the 
Blind, at a St. Louis County teach- 
ers’ meeting Friday at Ferguson 
High School. 

Miss Spencer said the routine 
use of the standard Snellen tests 
by nurses and teachers was essen- 
tial to sift out children with de- 
fective vision, who should be re- 
ferred to a qualified ophthalmolo- 
gist. A 50 per cent deficiency of 
vision would interfere with read- 
ing, but where a qualified eye 
specialist found a defect to be 
trivial, the difficulty might be 
“rather a problem for the reading 
psychologist,” she said. 

Mentioning the great progress 
in the last few years in removing 
psychological interferences with 
reading ability — where the diffi-

culty is more than just a gap in 


the opportunity to learn in home 
or school—Miss Spencer said, 
“There is no reason why the eye 
should not be taught to recognize 
symbols as early as the ear is 
learning to recognize sounds. The 
average child starts to recognize 
words at three or four years of 
age.

RADIO ‘TREASURY HOUR’ 
CARRIES THE APPEAL TO 
97 OUT OF EVERY 100 


RECENT poll showed that 

97 out of every 100 Ameri- 

cans had at least: heard 
of defense bonds and the rea- 
son is probably the “Treasury 
Hour” nationally broadcast over 
a major network. 

Although this program is 
broadcast over a major network 
and employes the best talent in 
the field, it has cost the Treas- 
ury virtually nothing. The radio 
time was paid for a 13-week 
period by the Texas Co. and 
is now being paid for by Ben- 
dix Aviation. The stars appear- 
ing on the program offer their 
services free and their only re- 
ward is a Treasury certificate 
of gratitude for distinguished 
service.

“Aside from this attempt at eco- 
nomic stability, the ‘Treasury is 
offering to all American citizens a 
sound and safe investment, a 
cushion against the shock of fu- 
ture adjustment which is certain 
to come when our defense effort is 
terminated. Every dollar and every 
dime set aside in this way now 
forms a reserve of potential pur- 
chasing power for the futum and 
for a time when industry may be 
solely in need of just such an im- 
petus.” 

One of the first steps was to or- 
ganize field staffs in each state but 
in each instance the paid staff was 
limited to two or three since the 
emphasis was almost entirely on 
voluntary effort and since the oper- 
ating budget had been purposely 
kept down to $3,000,000 for the fis- 
cal year.

HE burning issue of the closed shop, 


T which was the one and only issue 

in the recent ‘“‘captive’’ mines 
strike, stands as a constant threat to 
the needed production of defense ma- 


terials. 


> Woot is the closed shop? 


In the broad sense, a closed shop is one 
in which, by contract of the union with the 
employer, only union members are permitted 
to work. It is thus ‘“‘closed’”’ against non- 
members of the union. This is the sense in 
which the term is used by the employer and 
by the public generally, whatever may be the 
particular method by which non-members are 
excluded. The opposite of the closed shop, 
in popular understanding, is the open shop, 
where workers are employed without regard 
to union membership. 

In their special terminology, the unions 
make a distinction between the “closed’’: shop 
and the “union” shop. By their definition, 
a closed shop means one where only union 
members may be hired and where they must 
remain union members in order to hold their 
jobs. The printing trades, for example, are 
organized by the American Federation of 
Labor on the closed shop basis. 

Under the union shop arrangement, which 
is the kind generally favored by the Con- 
gress of Irmlustrial Organizations (CIO), any- 
one may be employed, but in order to hold 
his job he must become a member of the 
union after a short probationary period. 

The miners in the ‘‘captive’’ coal mines— 
called “captive’’ because they are owned by 
the steel companies—struck for the union 
shop. In his letter urging the steel com- 
panies and the miners’ union to settle tlteir. 
differences, President Roosevelt did not em- 
ploy the terminology of the unions, but re- 
ferred to the issue as ‘“‘that of the closed 
shop.” 

This is a true description of the basic 
issue whenever a union seeks to obtain from 
the employer either the ‘“‘closed’’ or the 
“union” shop. 

The *“‘maintenance of membership” agree- 
ment does not compel any employe to join 
the union, but it does require that all who 
are members of the union at the time of the 
agreement, or who may thereafter join, shall 
remain members in good standing or be dis- 
charged from their jobs. The “maintenance 
of membership” agreement is a long step 
toward the closed shop. 

Another near approach to the closed shop 
is the “preferential” shop, where the em- 
ployer agrees that union members shall be 
given preference tn the hiring or laying-off 
of employes, or both. 


is the closed shop issue a 
>... one in this country? 


No; it is as old as the Republic. The 
Rey. Jerome L. Toner says in his exhaustive 
study of “The Closed Shop in America,”’ soon 
to be published, that “from the Revolution 
to the Civil War the closed shop principle 
and practice developed and expanded. ... 
The principal unions of that period enforced 
the closed shop whenever they were strong 
enough to do so, and, in some instances, they 
required non-members to join the union as 
soon as they came to town.” 

Precisely as in earlier times, the AFL and 
the CIO unions of today enforce the closed 
shop whenever they are strong enough to do 
so. : 

Generally speaking, the employer resists 
the establishment of the closed shop as long 
as he is able to do so. 


What does the Wagner Act,

The Wagner Act (the National Labor |was 
Relations Act of 1935) does not affirmative- 
ly sanction the closed shop.

from making a closed shop agreement ar- 
rived at by collective bargaining. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
chairman of the committee that reported the 
bill, said during a congressional debate: 
“All this bill says is that no employer may 
discriminate in hiring a man, whether he 
belongs to a union or not; but if an employer 
wishes to make a contract of his own voli- 
tion with his employes to hire only members 
of a company union or of a trade union, he 
can do so.” v 

The same interpretation was given by 
Senator Wagner (Dem.), New York, whose 
name the act bears. ‘While outlawing the 
organization that is interfered with by the 
employer,’’ said Senator Wagner, “this bill 
does not establish the closed shop or even 
encourage it. The mutch discussed closed 
shop proviso merely states that nothing. in 
any Federal law shall be held to illegalize 
the confirmation of voluntary closed shop 
agreements between employers and workers.”’ 


States, in opposing the closed shop provision 
of the Wagner Act, expresses no doubt as to 
its meaning. The chamber stated its oppo- 
sition last year in the following words: 
“There should be removed from the law the 
sanction of the closed shop, which the law 
not only indorses, but for the accomplish- 
ment of which it provides effective pro- 
cedure.” In a referendum in 1940, members 
of the chamber voted against the closed shop 
by 1782 to 68. 
With regard to the closed shop, 
does the Wagner Act differ from 
the National Railway Labor Act, 
BD wich provides a method for the 
adjustment of disputes between 
the railroads and their employes? 

Yes; there is a difference, one that is often 
cited by those who contend that the closed 
shop provision should be stricken from the 
Wagner Act. As amended in 1934, the Na- 
tional Railway Labor Act is generally con- 
strued to prohibit a closed shop among rail- 
road employes. The railroad brotherhoods 
—which form a group apart from both the 
AFL and the ClO—raised no objection to the 
amendment. , 

Advocates of the closed shop hold that 
the Railway Labor Act should not be used 
as a model for industry in general. Rail- 
road workers, according to this argument, 
are in a special class, for the reason, among 
others, that they have been so powerfully 
organized over a term of years that they do 
not need the added protection of the closed 
shop. 

What is the attitude of the Na- 
tional Defunse Mediation Board 
toward the closed shop? 

The board has stood neither for nor 
against the principle of the closed shop, but 
hag sought to deal with each case’on its mer- 
its. In Only one case, that of the ship- 
building workers of the Bethlehem Steel Co. 
on the Pacific Coast, has the board granted 
a request for the closed shop. It acted as 
it did in this case in order to bring the com- 
pany within the terms of a “‘master” ship- 
building agreement which the Government 
had promoted and which the other employ- 
ers in the West Coast shipbuilding industry 
had signed. 

In the “captive” mines case, the board 
held that the Bethlehem recommendation

Chairman William H. Davis of the Nation-| 


al Defense Mediation Board has said that “a 
closed shop is an appropriate arrangement in 
some circumstances’’ but that “this does not 
mean that it is universally appropriate, or 
that it is a proper substitute for self-organ- 
ization by normal growth.” 


In eight cases the National Defense Media- 
tion Board has compromised the closed shop 
issue by recommending the maintenance-of- 
membership clause outright or with slight 
qualifications. This arrangement is the next 
to the topmost rung in the‘ladder of union 
security. It does not bar a non-union work- 
er from employment (as does the closed 
shop) or require the worker after a given 
period to join the union (as does the union 
shop), but it protects the union by requir- 
ing that all union members shall remain in 
good standing as a condition of their con- 
tinued employment. The maintenance-of- 
membership clause armors the union against 
the attacks either of an unfriendly employer 
or of subversive labor elements. Some em- 
ployers are said by the Mediation Board to 
have invited it, either openly or privately, 
as a-means of stabilizing their labor rela- 
tions; others, because of their .opposition to 
anything savoring of the closed shop, have 
accepted the clause with reluctance. In the 
Kearny (N. J.) case, the employer—the Fed- 
eral Shipbuilding & Drydock Co.—refused 
to accept the board’s recommendation of the 
maintenance-of-membership clause. A strike 
followed for 17 days, at the end of which 
time President Roosevelt took over the plant 
late in August for operation by the Navy. 


The Mediation Board’s protective action in 
the Kearny and similar cases is based on the 
premise, as expressed by Chairman Davis, 
that the labor policy fixed by Congress in 
the Wagner Act requires the encouragement 
of collective bargaining, and that ‘‘collective 
bargaining necessarily includes organized 
labor,.”’ 

The board took the position in the “‘cap- 
tive’’ mines case, where it rejected the de- 
mand for the union shop by a nine to two 
vote, that the United Mine Workers had 
demonstrated their complete ability to take 
care of themselves. As the board pointed 

ut,/ 95 per cent of the workers in the 
“captive” mines are already members of the 
union, 


What are the arguments against 
the closed shop? 


The argument most frequently advanced 
is that the closed shop is fundamentally 
wrong because it deprives the worker of 
the free choice of a job. 

This point of view was expressed in a 
recent statement by Ajbert W. Hawkes, 
president of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, that the closed shop is “‘monop- 
olistic in every sense of the word” and 
“transgresses. the rights of our individual 
citizens as guaranteed by the Constitution.” 


The late President Charles W. Eliot of 
Harvard wrote that “the surrender of per- 
sonal freedom to an association is almost 
as great an obstacle to happiness as its loss 
to a despot or to a ruling class, especially 
if. membership in the association ‘is com- 
pelled and the ‘association touches liveli- 
hood.” 

Stated in another way, the argument runs 
that the closed shop tells the worker he 
must join the union or starve; that in the 
case of unions controlled by racketeers, it 
puts on the worker the additional burden 
of extortionate initiation fees and assess- 
ments. 

Even such a champion of the closed pe 
as Father Toner writes that unless union 
membership is open on reasonable and equal 
terms to all competent workers, the closed 
shop deserves “unqualified disapproval.” 
Father Toner found that in some “‘fla- 
grant and infamous” cases, the device of 
the closed shop was being used by “labor 
ezars and racketeers” for their own selfis 
ends.

Inquiry into the facts of the situation. appears to demonstrate that 
the 1941 copper shortage of 230,000 tons, as estimated by the Office 
of Production Management, is wholly needless, and with it the hard- 
ships of idleness and unemployment visited upon small business estab- 


lishments. 

The crisis could have been obvi- 
ated many times over, it seems, if 
two measures had been adopted 12 
months ago. One is control of in- 
ventory buying and the other 
should have been restraint on the 
record manufacturing splurge 
which was permitted to heavy 
goods industries during the first 
six months of the present year. 
Not until last June did defense 
authorities recognize that a copper 
shortage could be possible. 


Much Hoarded Metal. 


When Donald M. Nelson became 
executive secretary of the Supply 
Priorities and Allocations Board, 
he undertook the first over-all 
budget of national defense re- 
sources. As part of the program, 
questionnaires were sent to 65,000 
brass and copper firms. Some 30,- 
been received. 
A preliminary survey of the data 
is said to indicate that if hoarded 
stocks of copper were evenly dis- 
tributed, the 1941 shortage would 
be drastically reduced, if not elimi- 
nated. 

The Government has statutory 
power, it is believed, to compel 
hoarders of defense materials to 
sell them either to itself or on the 
public market. In no instance, as 
yet, has this power been invoked. 
Copper priorities have been re- 
fused, in some flagrant cases, to 
holders of excessive reserves, with 
the purpose of forcing them to 
use up accumulated stocks before 
obtaining new supplies. 

With keener foresight than that 
displayed by Government experts, 
large brass and copper manufac- 
turers began at an early date to 
resort to “protective purchases” on 
a scale which in some instances 
is described by OPM spokesmen 
as “enormous.” One big corpora- 
tion, using up to 5000 tons of cop- 
per a year, is said to have stored 
supplies sufficient to last until 
September, 1942. 


Army, Navy Practices. 


Heavy raiders of the market for 
future consumption are the Army, 
Navy and Maritime Commission. 
It is their custom, when contract- 
ing for a particular job, to order 
all necessary materials, whether 
they are to be utilized at once or 
not for two or three years. An es- 
timate from business sources is 
that copper inventories of all kinds 
represent today an increase of 35 
to 40 per cent over immediate re- 
quirements, or from 660,000 to 750,- 
000 tons. 

The consequent picture for the 
current year may be drawn some- 
what_as follows: On one hand are 
the armed and merchant shipping 
services with copper reserves to 
be reckoned in terms of years 


| rather than months; and great pri- 


vate companies with stocks ade- 
quate for one month and up to 
nine or 12 months of operations. 
On the other stand numerous small 
and medium enterprises which 
cannot obtain copper for love or 
money. Their alternative is te close 
down and throw their workers 
into idleness, or else to bootleg the 
metal—a practice declared to be 
growing more and more prevalent. 

For 1942 OPM estimates that 
total copper supplies will increase 
from 1,650,000 to 1,800,000 tons that 
defense and lend-lease needs will 
mount from 600,000 to 1,000,000 
tons; that essential civilian needs 


will remain at 400,000 tons, andi 


that non-essential civilian demand 
will rise from 880,000 to 1,170,000 
tons. On this basis is predicted a 
shortage next year of 770,000 tons.

To meet it, there is proposed a vio- 
lent slash of two-thirds in non-es- 
sential civilian consumption. 

The reply of critics is that the 
United States has free access to 
copper resources on four continents 
with an annual output of 2,476,800 
tons. Potential imports from Asia, 
Africa, Latin America, Australia, 
Canada and Newfoundland account 
for 1,492,800 tons. The charge is 
made that defense agencies have 
failed to organize full use of this 
advantage, and in particular that 
the Metals Reserve Corporation, 
during the first 15 months of its 
existence, acquired actual de- 
liveries of only 269,246 tons of 
imported copper, or about 18 per 
cent of foreign supplies at Ameri- 
can disposition. 

it is calculated that if the United 
States were employing all acces- 
sible copper resources, it could 
maintain unrestricted civilian con- 
sumption and convert the 1941 
shortage into a surplus of 676,800 
tons, and solve the 1942 deficiency 
by a cut of only 64,000 tons in non- 
essential civilian demands. 


How Indispensable Is It? 


Next to steel and aluminum, cop- 
per is ranked in this country as 
the most indispensable combat 
metal’ The point is urged that 
Germany has waged war for more 
than two years with an available 
copper production in continental 
Europe, excluding Russia, which 
the Bureau of Mines reckons at 
160,000 short tons a year. In that 
case, it is asked, why are Ameri- 
can defense and lend-lease require- 
ments in 1941 three times this 
amount, and why will they be six 
times greater in 1942? 


This leads to another accusa- 
tion—namely, that defense experts 
have failed to develop substitutes 
for copper, and have thus con- 
tributed to shortage. In Germany's 
war production chain, copper is 
the weakest link, as aluminum is 
the strongest. One motive for Gen. 
Weygand’s ouster is thought to 
have been the Reich’s desire to 
free the way for access to the Bel- 
gian Congo, which yields 168,000 
tons of copper a year. 


It is presumed that eight years 
ago Germany began hoarding im- 
ported copper, restricting civilian 
consumption to the harshest min- 
imum, confiscating privately owned 
articles and utilizing copper scrap 
to the last ounce. But its chief 
resort has been substitution of 
steel in cartridge and shell cases, 
and of aluminum in all appara- 
tus for electrical transmission. 
It is believed that the German 
military machine today is using 
copper only for essentia] munition 


parts. 


Only Now Experimenting. 
Only now has the Ordnance De- 
partment begun experiments with 
an alloy of soft steel and copper 
for shell casing with quantity 
production perhaps 18 months in 
the future. If current tests are 
successful, a saving of upwards of 
400,000 tons of copper a year could 
be effected. About one-third of 
the American copper supply for 
1942 is earmarked for shell cases. 
They are made at present of brass, 


which contains 70 per cent of cop- 


per and 30 per cent of another 
metal which has become strategic. 


This is zinc, for which OPM esti-

Sky-Bound Profits.

USINESS WEER’S statistics, appear- 
ing in the Mirror of Public Opinion, 
Nov. 26, certainly need to be taken: with 
a generous sprinkling of salt. Business 


Week reported the following:

From this it was concluded that pre- 
vious economic theories of wage rates 
lagging behind prices advances were bad- 
ly shaken if not disproved. 

The United States Department of Agri- 
culture and the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics have repeatedly contended that 
for the average family to maintain an 
adequate diet, sufficient clothing and a 
modicum of other items, an income of at 
least $1500 a year is needed. On the other 
hand, the results of the United States 
Public Health Survey published by the 
Post-Dispatch on Nov. 26, 1939, revealed 
that one-third of the families of St. Louis 
received an income of only $650 per year. 
The disparity between incomé and cost 
of necessary commodities is seen to be 


, 


Applying Business Week’s percentage 
gains, the cost of the necessary commodi- 
ties for a family would have risen to 
about $1828.50 at present, whereas the 
weekly wage rate increase of 26.5 per 
cent would have boosted the $650 income 
to $822.25. The disparity after these 
increases is even greater than before. 

Instead of being $850 short of an ade- 
quate standard of living, the family is 
now $1006.25 short of the necessities re- 
quired for health, comfort and happiness. 
This sprinkling of salt modifies distinct- 
ly the flavor of Business Week’s conclu- 
sions. 

Perhaps Business Week should provide 
more space in its pages for the statis- 
tics of Isadore Lubin, Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics. Appearing before the 
House Banking Committee in October, 
Labin reported that net labor costs had 
risen only 1.2 per cent since 1936, while 
net wholesale prices had increased an 
average of 20 per cent for all commodi- 
ties during the same period. 

Let us hope that the deception and ti- 
rading by industrialists and others 
against American labor results in some- 
thing more than a ceiling over labor, 
stifling its legal right to strike and pick- 
et, while profiteering remains unchecked 
and prices and profits continue to speed 
skyward.

Worse still, the Senate shows no inclination what- 


signs of any intention to strengthen it. At the mo- 
ment, it seems there will be no action before the 
next session of Congress, which opens Jan. 3. 

Meanwhile, inflation is fastening a tighter hold 
upon our economic system each day. While Con- 
gress dawdies and whittles away even moderate 
proposals for controls, prices continue their uninter- 
rupted rise. The consumer feels it in making pur- 
chases at the grocery and the butcher shop. The 
cost of the defense program is moving up, along with 
commodity prices. The grim prophecies of what in- 
flation will mean to the country are being lightly 
disregarded by the national lawmakers, who could, 
if they would summon up the courage, avert the 
threatened disaster. 

The House dodged the issues, jumped at the com- 
mand of pressure blocs and put hanistringing re- 
strictions around the sections it did approve. Even 
administration leaders were weak and ineffective in 
their work for passage of the bill. The result is a 
frail, tentative and largely futile approach to the 
problem. 

The administration did not attempt to obtain ap- 
proval of the over-all ceiling recommended by Ber- 
nard M. Baruch and other thoughtful students of the 
problem, and the House showed last Wednesday. 
where it stood on that principle when ‘it rejected the 
Gore bill by a vote of 218 to 63. 

The House committee added to the present bill a 
three-way formula for determining-farm prices, a 
plan that would permit the highest levels in history. 
There were hints that the dministration would 
fight for removal of this dangerous scheme, and Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wickard actually spoke out 
against it, but when the showdown came, there was 
no fight. This short-sighted triumph of the farm 
bloc was confirmed by the House vote. 

Weak as it was, the administration bill had a 

control device, a plan for licensing merchants. This 
was a poor substitute for the nation-wide system of 
price councils urged by Mr. Baruch and others, but 
even this was too much for the wreckers in the 
House. They eliminated the licensing plan: 
The shabby personal attacks upon Leon Hender- 
son, the law’s probable administrator, also played 
their part in the House’s destructive course. The 
majority approved the naming of a price administra- 
tor, but set up a five-member board of review with 
broad powers to overrule his decisions. The original 
bill provided for appeals to an emergency court, to 
consist of Federal Judges named by the Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, and for ultimate appeal 
to the Supreme Court itself. Clearly, the board of 
review plan is not so much an attempt to insure 
justice as to tie the price administrator’s hands. 

Instead of the over-all price ceiling needed as 
ironclad protection against inflation, the bill now 
provides for piecemeal control. That is, the prices 
of only certain commodities will be controlled, there 
will be ceilings on rents only in specific “defense 
areas,” there will be no wage control whatever and 
the farmers get the sky for their limit. 

Such a system as that is a plain invitation to in- 
flation, with all its losses and hardships. Under this 
bill, the following train of events is inevitable: One 
of the uncontrolled items starts moving upward, in 
response to increased demand caused by the defense 
program. In fairness to producers, controlled items 


increased, then more uncontrolled items go up, there 
are more authorized increases—and the cycle is on 
in full force, with the consumer scrambling vainly 
to make both ends meet. 

There remains a hope that the battered bill can 
be patched up in the Senate, or in joint committee. 
The administration can make its influence felt, if it 
will, toward restoring some vigor to the measure. 
The people, who will have to pay the bill for Wash- 
ington’s shirking of duty, can let their elected rep- 
resentatives know they demand protection against 
inflation, and they want it before it is too late. 

What the President told Congress on July 30, 
four months ago today, is more emphatically true 
than ever: 


Inflationary price rises antl increases in the 
cost of living are threatening to undermine our 
defense effort. Our national safety demands 
that we take steps at once to extend, clarify and 
strengthen the authority of the Government to 
act in the interest of the general welfare.

Proposals for harsh peace terms are opposed by St. Louis rabbi, 
who points out that German people are not guilty of Nazism’s 
crimes; says militarism and intolerance won't be uprooted by pun- 
ishing innacent masses; their genius can enhance world progress.

HAVE heard it said that the mistake 
[mace in 1918 was that the Allied forces 

stopped at the Rhine and did not con- 
tinue their march to Berlin so as to accom- 
plish the complete humiliation of the Ger- 
man people, and that the treaty-makers at 
Versailles erred when they did not split up 
the German Empire and thereby permitted 
the monster of Nazism to be created and to 
strike its terror on the European scene. 

I do not believe that a more rigorous 
peace after 1918 would have prevented the 
rise of Hitlerism. Hitlerism grew out of 
the sense of humiliation of the Germanp 
people. Hitlerism was given a chance to 
flourish because of the failure of the Allied 
Powers to perfect and to strengthen those 
international instrumentalities which would 
have made national armies unnecessary. 

Hitlerism grew out of the despair, hun- 
ger and fears of the German people. A 
harsher peace would only have intensified 
that despair, and would only have acceler- 
ated the processes of disintegration and de- 
terioration, of spiritual and inner decay, in 
whose miasma the weeds of the Nazi philos- 
ophy flourished and grew. . 

The United States, at the present time, 
through acts of Congress, has pledged its 
material resources to the defeat of Hit- 
lerism. This resolution of the American 
people must not be misinterpreted in terms 
of enmity to German culture, to the German 
people or to German civilization. Hitlerism is 
no more typically German than Huey Long- 
ism or Ku Kluxism is typically American. 


Hitlerism appeared in Germany as a bas- 
tard child of German culture, even as Long- 
ism and Klanism were illegitimate offspring 
of the American tradition. No one familiar 
with the greatness of German philosophers, 
with the works of Germany's literary artists 
or with the lives of its finest political think- 
ers will for one moment assert that brutality 
and bestiality, tyranny and terror, pagan- 
ism and hate, characterize the German 
spirit. 

We must not succumb to the temptation 
of ascribing to a whole nation the frailties of 
one individual. The crimes, the immorali- 
ties, the blasphemies, the brutalities of Adolf 
Hitler must not be ascribed to the German 
people. Adolf Hitler is not even a German. 
He was only a naturalized German citizen, 
But even if he were a German, the views 
and character of one German citizen ought 
not to be ascribed to all the German peo- 
ple. As a Jew, I feel this especially keen- 
ly, for so frequently the ugly conduct of one 
Jew has wrongly been declared to be the 
characteristic conduct of all Jews, or the 
utterance of one Jew has wrongly been de- 
clared to be the opinion of all Jews. 

On four different occasions I spent weeks 
and months in Nazi Germany, and I say 
with conviction, conviction based on fact, 
that Hitler not only does not represent the 
spirit and the culture of Germany, but he 
does not represent the will and the feelings 
of all the German people. Hitler is not 
Germany, and the Nazi leaders associated 
with him are not the German people. 

If Hitler had been Germany and the Nazig 
had been representatives of the opinions 
of the German people, it would not have 
beeri necessary to destroy democracy in 


If Hitlerism had truly been representative 


of the German people, Hitler would have se- | 


.cured his ends by a vote of the freely elected 


members of the German Parliament. 

When in Germany in 1935 and in 1937, I 
found Germans in all walks of life and of 
all religions who did not hesitate to con- 
fide in me, a stranger, their opposition to 
the regime. One word from me to the 
secret police might have brought serious 
difficulties upon them. A woman selling 
flowers in the streets of a metropolis told 
me of her hatred for Hitler. A porter in 
the Berlin railroad station asked me to tell 
American workers how unhappy German 
workers were. Great churchmen, revered 
throughout the world, voiced their hostility 
to the Nazi regime, not merely in whispered 
conversations, but in public declarations. 

Why, you ask, was this opposition not more 
effective? Because in a tyranny a 
handful of people control the bombing 
planes and the machine guns, and therefore 
they can dominate the large majority. If 
Hitler is certain that the Germans are for 
him and with him, why does he not restore 
their democratic rights and privileges? 

Anti-Semitism is not yet rooted in the 
souls of vast numbers of Germans. I recall 
being in a small village in the Palatinate, 
where a German farmer told me that his 
colleagues and he were determined to pro- 
tect with their lives the Jewish residents in 
their village, whose ancestors had lived in 
that community for two centuries. If anti- 
Semitism had triumphed easily among the 
Germans, the Nazi Government would not 
have found it necessary to carry on anti- 
Semitic propaganda even eight years and 
more after it had supreme power. 

All these facts, and more that could be 
adduced, indicate that Hitlerism is not 
synonymous with the German spirit and 
‘that all the German people are not to be 
judged guilty of the crimes committed in 
the name of Adolf. Hitler. 


When this war is over, and let us hope 
that it is God’s will that Hitleriam will be 
defeated, then nations of the world must 
see to it that this moral disease be up- 
rooted. It will not be uprooted by foisting 
needless cruelties on Germans, innocent of 
Hitlerism. It can be uprooted by the na- 
tions of the world giving every encourage- 
ment to the finest spirit of the German 
people. If the representatives of the noblest 
in German culture, men who created in the 
Second Reich a great and pure democracy, 
had received moral encouragement from the 
peoples of the world, Hitlerism might never 
have come into being. 

I therefore hope and trust that the Amer- 
ican people will distinguish between the 
soul of Germany and the plague of Hitler- 
ism, will distinguish between the German 
people and the gang of young desperadoes, 
poisoned by Hitler’s oratory and enslaved 
by hig powerful emotional appeals. We have 
pledged to destroy Hitlerism, but let us also 
he pledged to give the German people a 
chance to continue their great civilization 
and to give them opportunities to contripute 
of their genius and of their talents to the 
progress of all mankind.

When the men first came down 
to camp in January. and when 
many were in poor physical con- 
dition, there were complaints that 
some company commanders made 
it difficult for men with severe 
colds to go to the hospital. There 
seems to be no complaint on medi- 
cal care now. 

The 1250-bed hospital has taken 
care of 20,084 patients in the last 
11. months. Of these, 6000 were 
men from other divisions injured 
in the gigantic Army. maneuvers 
last September and October. Dis- 
counting these, it means that al- 
most every man of the Thirty-fifth 
Division, which now has a strength 
of 15,104, hag been in the hospital 
once. 

When the writer visited the hos- 
pital this week there were about 
700 patients in it, of whom about 
200 were men from other divisions 
recuperating from broken bones 
suffered in maneuvers. There wer?: 
60 kept in quarters because cf 
slight illnesses. Of thoge in the 
hospital most had common respira- 
tory ailments. The hospital has 
‘had more than 3800 cases of pneu- 
monia in the last 11 months, with 
no deaths from that cause. 

There have been 12 deaths at the 
hospital. Five were men from 
other divisions, injured on maneuv- 
ers. Of the remaining, one was a 
civilian. Five soldiers died after 
major operations. The first strict- 
ly “medical” death was just the 
other day, when a soldier died of 
malaria. 

At the hospital all except the 
critically ill are in 26-bed wards. 
They're not as cheerful as the 
wards in private hospitals, but they 
look better than those in the old 
building at the St. Louis City Hos- 
pital. All operating, X-ray and 
laboratory equipment is the latest 
and best. Because of the vastness 
of the place, there was some trou- 
ble at first in keeping meals hot, 
but that has been corrected now. 
There are 40 doctors and 120 
nurses. 

The dental clinic, not connected 
with the hospital, is so big it is 
rarely filled up. There are some 
20 brand-new dental chairs with 
innumerable gadgets. If the Army 
doesn’t have good teeth it won't be 
the fault of the dentists.

cherge of men who have resigned 
frcm or been ousted from their 
urdjons; gives labor leaders the 
power (as stated by the National 
Industrial Conference Board in 
‘summarizing the results of a ques- 
tionaire among employers) to con- 
trol the local labor market to its 
own advantage “and against the 
interest of both employers and 
many employes.” 

The unions maintain that the 
employer’s solicitude for the wel- 
fare of nof*union workers is often 
merely a cloak for the real reason 
behind opposition to the olosed 
shop—the desire, namely, to weak- 
en or even to destroy the unions. 
In reply, the National Industrial 
Conference Board points to state- 
ments by some employers who 
“are otherwise well satisfied with 
the closed shop” but are against 
it because of its interference with 
the worker’s liberty of. decision. 


What are the argu- 
E> rents in favor of the 
closed shop? 

The unions contend that the 
closed shop heightens the _ re- 
sponsibility of the unions; en- 
ables them to resist pressure to 
keep on seeking new concessions 
from management; wipes out the 
friction caused by the presence of 
union and non-union workers in 
the same plant; makes for the 
standardization of wage costs—in 
general, that the closed shop tends 
to produce a smooth and stable 
relationship between workers and 
management. 

The argument that the closed 
shop safeguards both management 
and the union against unreason- 
able demands by malcontents is 
well summed up in the book 
(1940) by Philip Murray, head of 
the CIO, and Morris L. Cooke on 
“Organized Labor and Production.” 

“Even under a ‘sole bargaining 
rights’ contract,” they say, “the 
status of the union is insecure. 
It owes its cohtinued existencé to 
the day-to-day benefits it can con- 
fer upon its membership. There 
is a tendency, therefore, for the 
union to take up grievances in- 
discriminately and make vigorous 
efforts to win them ali, for if it 
does not do so, it will lose sup- 
port and membership. The short- 
sighted employe who has no justi- 
fiable complaint but is pressing for 
‘action’ will say, ‘All right, if you 
won't take up my case. I'll stop 
paying dues and get my friends 
to do the same.’ Under a closed 
shop contract this is impossible. 
The union then is in a position to 
take up cases on their merits 
alone, ignoring threats of this 
kind.” 

A blunter statement of the same 
case would be that if a minority 
persists in demanding that unrea- 
sonable concessions be sought from 
the employer, the union which has 
a closed shop agreement can end 
the trouble summarily by firing 
the offenders from the union, 
which action would automatically 
cost them their jobs. 

-The unions say that since all 
the workers in a plant receive the 
benefits won by collective bargain- 
ing, all should share in its burdens. 
They object, in other words, to the 
“free ride” enjoyed by the work- 
ers who pay no union dues, 

“The union shop,” says an of- 
ficial of the CIO, “only asks of 
the individual worker that he as- 
sume his fair share of the costs of 
maintaining stable industria] rela- 
tionships, and that he accept his 
fair share of the responsibility for 
maintaining discipline under con- 
ditions established through collec- 
tive bargaining by the freely 
chosen representatives of the ma- 
jority of the workers.” 


To what extent does 
the closed or union 
shop prevail in Amer- 
ican industry? . 


Probably about 4,000,000 workers 
are covered today by closed or 
union shop contracts. This repre- 
sents a substantial increase in the 
last two years, due partly to the 
success of the United Automobile 
Workers (CIO) in winning a union 
shop contract last spring from the

‘|the 540,000 employes in the coal 


mining industry are under the 
union shop. In addition to the 
printing trades, other large groups 
having closed or union shop con- 
tracts are truck drivers, building 
trades workers, and employes in 
the clothing and brewing  in- 
dustries. 

“The closed and union shops,’ 
says a recent study by the Twen- 
tieth Century Fund, “prevail in in- 


dustries where unionism has been 
long accepted.” 

In recent years, as this study 
points out, the trend has been 
along a well-defined line: First the 
union gains the right to bargain 
for its members in a given shop; 
next it seeks the right to bargain 
for all the employes in the shop, 
union and non-union alike; this 
objective having been gained, it 
presses on for the ultimate goal of 
trade unionism—some form of the 
closed shop. 

Why do some workers 

in highly unionized in- 

dustries —for example, 

o per cent of the em- 

ployes in the "captive” 

_coal mines—stay out- 
side the unions? 

This is a question impossible to 
answer without an individual poll 
of the workers in question. No 
doubt part of the answer can be 
found in selfishness, and part in 
a sincere and tough-minded ob- 
jection to the principle of the 
closed shop. 

Why is the closed shop 
not an issue in England? 

Because, for one reason, in Eng- 
land there is a greater spirit of 
accommodation on the part both 
of the workers and of the em- 
ployers. Industrial relations in 
England have reached maturity. 
Collective bargaining there has 
been .the rule for years; it is com- 
paratively new in America. 

According to Prof. Sumner H. 
Slichter of Harvard, European 
workers have seldom asked the 
aid of employers in compelling their 
fellow workers to join unions— 
have seldom asked, that is, for the 
contractual closed shop as we hav> 
it in America—the reason being 
that European workers are more 
elass-conscious than American and 
hence do not need compulsory un- 
ion membership in order to achieve 
solidarity. In. this view of the 
matter, the. demand for the closed 
shop springs out of the necessity, 
as the unions see it, of putting a 
curb on the traditional individual- 
ism. of the American worker for 
the common good of all the work- 
ers. | 


When a union is in dan- 
ger from subversive 
elements (the reason 
assigned for the grant 
of the maintenance-of- 
membership clause in 
the Kearny case), why 
could not the trouble 
be simply cured by the 
discharge of the trou- 
blemakers? 


It is neither-to approve nor dis- 
approve the Kearny decision 
(which certainly handed the Gov- 
ernment a hot potato) to reply to 
this question that the employer 
CAN, subject to the restraints of 
the Wagner Act, fire employes of 
his own but’ is helpless against 
agitation from the outside, 

Also, it may be that the employ- 
er welcomes the trouble-making as 
a means of crippling or destroying 
the unions. : 

Not all the statements of employ- 
ers—or of the unions, either—can 
be taken at their face value, 


How was the closed 
shop issue, then as now 
a threat to the national 
welfare, handled dur- 
ing World War |? 


The issue was “frozen” as it 
stood. This came about through 
the adoption of a set of principles 
by the National War Labor Board, 
under the joint chairmanship of 


> 


William Howard Taft and Frank 


P. Walsh,.declaring in effect that 
closed and open shop conditions 
should remain unchanged until the 
end of the war. The War Labor 
Board held, in other words, that 
labor should not be permitted to 
exploit the emergency by pressing 
for additional closed shops, and 
that management should not be 
permitted to exploit it by attack- 
ing the closed shops then in ex- 
istence, The board’s statement 
was embodied in a proclamation by 
President Wilson and thus became 
the official labor policy of the Gov- 
ernment for the duration of the 
war. The policy had no statute law 
back of it, but public opinion and 
the authority of the President 
made it effective, 

One of the alternative sugges- 
tions of President Roosevelt in the 
“captive” mines case was that the 
dispute over the closed shop be- 
tween the United Mine Workers 
and the steel companies be 
“frozen,” or left in status quo, for 
the period of the war. 

There is considerable sentiment 
in Congress for statutory “freez- 
ing” of the closed and open shop 
issue, with respect to the whole of 
industry, for the period of the war, 
and bills designed to effect this 
result have been introduced. 


Will Congress pass leg- 
islation to restrict the 
use of the strike in de- 
fense industries? 


Yes. A few weeks ago it was 
a safe bet that no restrictive ac- 
tion would be taken, but this 
prospect has been changed by the 
flare-up of public opinion against 
the attitude of John L, Lewis in 
the coal strike. Lewis’ belated ac- 
ceptance of@arbitration has had no 
material effect on congressional 
feeling. Congress is preparing to 
pass a strike-curbing bill, and the 
only question is how far the meas- 
ure will go. 

The many proposals on the sub- 
ject include an enforced cooling- 
off period, such as now is pro- 
vided for railroad employes; a ban 
on jurisdictional and sympathy 
strikes; prohibition of mass picket- 
ing; compulsory arbitration; the 
“freezing” of the open and closed 
shop issue, as above stated; pro- 
vision that a strike may not be 
called unless approved by a ma- 
jority of the employes affected, in 
a secret, Government-supervised 
election; the granting of statu- 
tory authority to the President ‘to 
take over and operate. struck 
plants; the requirement of public- 
ity for union funds; and, among 
the extreme proposals which have 
no chance of adoption, the com- 
plete outlawing of strikes during 
the emergency and the punish- 
ment of strikers in the defense in- 
dustries for treason. 

After a meeting at the White 
House last Monday night between 
the President and a group of Dem- 
ocratic and Republican congres- 
sional leaders, House Majority 
Leader MeCormack said the “con- 
sensus” favored a “temperate” pro- 
gram, embracing an enforced cool- 
ing-off period and compulsory ar- 
bitration, at the direction of the 
President, when conciliation ef- 
forts fail. The compulsory arbi- 
tration feature, however, ran into 
rough sledding this week end 
when the National Association of 
Manufacturers joined the unions 
in opposing it. On virtually all oth- 
er counts, the unions and the N., 
A. M. remained far apart. 

.One of the committees consider- 
ing restrictive legislation — the 
House Labor Committee—decided 
yesterday against including a 
compulsory arbitration plan in its 
proposed measure. The commit- 
tee took this action, members said, 
at request of the administration. 


lf Congress should de- 
cide to “freeze” the 
closed shop issue for 

the term of the emer- 
gency, could this ac- 
tion asa 
toward anent 
entofthe issue? 

By no means. The issue is a 
part of the perennial conflict be- 


tween capital and labor as that 
conflict has developed under the 


conditions peculiar to this country. 
Each side is motivated by its own 
economic interest. When free of 
the restraints put upon them by 
the emergency, capital and labor 
will resume the contest, and the 
outcome will be determined in any 
given industry by tests of economic 
strength between the parties. 

President Roosevelt told the 
Mine Workers that Congress will 
not order “a so-called closed shop.” 
That is true. It is equally true 
that in no future that can now be 
'foreseen will Congress outlaw the 
closed shop. The unions’ strength 
is too great for that. Congress will 
continue to rest on the Wagner Act 
formula which gives the unions the 
right to get the closed shop if they 
can do so through their own ef- 
forts. 

It should be kept in mind, among 
the other realities, that what Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said to the Mine 
Workers was not a condemnation 
of the closed shop. It was a con- 
demnation of their STRIKE for the 
closed shop AT THIS PARTICU- 
LAR TIME. He put the right of 
the nation to defend itself above 
the right to strike. The issue be- 
tween him and John L. Lewis was 
wholly separate and distinct from 
the quarrel between John L. Lewis 
and the steel companies over the 
closed shop. 

All that the President asked 
Lewis and his Mine Workers to do 
was to accept the recommendation 
of the Mediation Board and, as the 
board said, “suspend for the dura- 
tion of the national emergency 
their unquestionable right to match 
their economic strength against 
that of the operators.” 

The issue between the President 
and Lewis was simple and clean- 
cut, and the vast bulk of public 
opinion supported the President. 
Clearly, the right of the nation to 
take all necessary measures in 
its own defense is paramount. 

The closed shop issue, where a 
“rigit” of the employer clashes 
with a “right” of the unions, is 
not so simple. Because the con- 
flict occurs in a democratic so- 
ciety, between two strong and as- 
|gertive contestants, there is no 
quick and painless road to a set- 
tlement. Wiser astatesmanship 
than has hitherto been shown on 
either side will be required to 
bring peace without a preliminary 
series of costly industrial battles.

Wurdack Tells 

Why the Schools 
Need New Tax’ 

Five Deficits in Row 


Cited as the 
Reason. 


Figures giving the basis of the 
Board of Education’s decision to 
seek a 4-cent increase in the school 
tax rate at a special election Feb, 
17 were issued yesterday by Hugo 
Wurdack, former board member, 
who is chairman of a citizens’ com- 
mittee that will direct the cam- 
paign. The present rate is 85 cents 
on the $100 valuation. 

Wurdack pointed out that the 
accumulated reduction of school 
revenue from city tax sources since 
1931 was $21,794,812. This was due, 
he said, to a decrease in the total 
assessed valuation of real and per- 
sonal property from $1,323,311,851 
in 1931 to $1,044,897,109 in 1941, 

The reduction in assessed valu- 
ation resulted in an annual aver- 
age decrease of $2,000,000 in income 
for the schools, Wurdack said, 
while expenses remained approx- 
imately the same. 

Deficit for Last Five Years. 

He said the schools had shown 
an operating deficit annually for 
the last five years and a further 
deficit of $909,141 was expected fom 
the present fiscal year. Wurdack 
noted that the board’s cash balance 
at the end of the last fiscal year 
was the lowest in more than 10 
years. 

Operating deficits for the’ last 
five years were: 1937—$124,696; 
1938—$226,347; 1939 — $1,550,395; 
1940—$205,889; 1941—-$290,611. The 
deficits have been met from the 
accumulation of working capital 
from previous years. 

“Even by increasing the tax rate 
to bring it to 89 cents, thereby 
adding about $420,000 to the in- 
come of the schools,” Wurdack de- 
clared, “we still won’t have enovgh 
to eliminate a deficit. Rigid econ- 
omy will have to be practiced and 
expenditures cut in some places.” 

Higher Increase Suggested, 

It was learned that some board 
members favored seeking more 
than a 4-cent increase in the tax 
rate, one suggesting that the con- 
stitutional maximum rate of $1 be 
sought, but it was decided to keep 
the increase as low as possible and 
to try to avoid another deficit by 
economizing. 

The present rate of 85 cents has 
been in effect since 1921. Therate 
has never been higher. In addi- 
tion to this tax, which is used for 
general purposes, there is a 2-cent 
interest and sinking fund tax. If 
approved by the voters, the new 
maximum ‘rate would be in effect 
four years, and the board could 
fix a lower rate annually. Under 
the State Constitution the maxi- 
mum school tax rate is 60 cents, 
unless the voters approve a higher 
rate, up to $1.

REFRIGERATION’S 
PLAGE IN DEFENSE 
CONVENTION TOPK 


Ciszernaiiant Man to Speck, 
Then Engineers Plan to 


Do Some Talking to the. 


Speakers.

Two representatives of Govern- 
ment defense agencies will be in 
St. Louis this week to address the 
thirty-seventh annual meeting of 
the American Society of Refrigerat- 
ing Engineers, but the engineers 
expect to do a little talking to the 
speakers. 

“The administration, in allocat- 
ing strategic materials, has failed 
to recognize the importance of re- 
frigeration and refrigerated foods 
in the defense picture,” A. G. Loef- 
fel, secretary-treasurer of the so- 
ciety’s St. Louis, section, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“There has been no general allo- 
eation of materials or priority 
rating for the food industry, even 
to producers with direct orders 
from the Army. 

“And the production of ice boxes 
is only one segment of the refrig- 
erating industry. Refrigeration en- 


gineers are working on such prob-’ 


lems as ventilation of windowless, 
blackout airplane plants, produc- 
tion of refrigerating units for the 
Army and Navy, studies of the 
effects of sub-zero temperatures on 
high-altitude planes, preservation 
of serums and blood plasma sup- 
plies, and a host of other vital 
problems. And much of that work 
is being handicapped by the diffi- 
culties in obtaining materials.” 

The two Government representa- 
tives at the meeting, to be held at 
Hotel Jefferson Wednesday and 
Thursday, after registration and 
other preliminaries Tuesday after- 
noon, will be L. lL. Needler, in 
charge of priorities administration 
‘in the Office of Agricultural De- 
fense Relations, and C. W. Shear- 
man, head of an OPM section deal- 
ing with refrigeration, 

Attendance at the convention 
probably will be about 300, Loeffel 
said. That figure is somewhat 
lower ‘than the previous average, 
he ‘explained, because, despite the 
apparent attitude of the adminis- 
tration, many refrigeration engi- 


ineers are too busy working on im- 


portant projects to attend.

$30,000 to Aid Program. 
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Is Copper Scare Phony? 
Some Grumblers Think So

- Sopper in electrical devices because 


the former is even scarcer here 
than the latter, German-controlled 
output of aluminum is estimated 
by the Bureau of Mines at 282,000 
tons in 1940 and 300,600 tons in 
1941. American production, ac 
cording to OPM, was 206,000. tons 
in 1940 and will be no more than 
300,000 tons this year, even under 
emergency pressure and in face of 
a total demand estimated at 700,000 
tons. 

Despite heavy cuts in output of 
passenger automobiles, refrigera- 
tors, washing machines and the 
like which are coming into effect 
during the last quarter of 1941, it 
is predicted that civilian consump- 
tion of copper this year will mark 
an all-time high. An unofficial 
calculation is 900,000 tons. 

Available Tonnage. 

According to estimates from com- 
mercial sources, which ‘OPM 
spokesmen agree are probably cor- 
rect, this country has access to 
the following annual production 
of copper: United States and 
Cuba, 984,000 tons; Chile, 528,000; 
Canada, 324,000; Rhodesia, 288,000; 
Belgian Congo, 168,000; other Afri- 
ca, 30,000; Mexico, 45,000; Peru, 
42,000; Australia, 26,000; India, in- 
cluding Burma, 12,000; Philippines, 
10,000; Newfoundland, 8400; Bolivia, 
7200; and Ecuador, 3600. The total 
represents an increase of nearly 60 


- per cent over 1,381,000 tons of cop- 


per at the disposal of the Allies 
in 1918. 

OPM rejoins that if copper re- 
sources have increased since the 
World War, so have military re- 
quirements. The airplane and 
tank are developments practically 
new. One type of bomber exacts 
two miles of copper wire; another 
demands 500 pounds for each plane. 
Each time a battleship slides down 
the ways it means that another 
1000 tons of copper is going to sea. 
From eight to 10 tons are required 
to sheathe the bottom of an aver- 
age ship. 

A further answer to criticism 
is that estimates of the volume of 
copper accessible to the United 
States remain for the present aca- 
demic, since they fail to take into 
account the needs of producing 
countries and also the prime fac- 
tor of shipping deficiency, which 
may not be adequately remedied 
before 1943. Tables show that this 
year 600,000 tons of copper, or 36 
per cent of actual supplies, will go 
to defense and lend-lease produc- 
tion. The figures for 1942 are l,- 
000,000 tons and 55 per cent. 

Civilian Consumption. 

It is proposed to limit civilian 
consumption next year to essen- 
tials, requiring 400,000 toms of cop- 
per. As essential are listed such 
products as light and power lines, 
telephone and telegraph facilities, 
fire and police equipment and elec- 
trical manufactures like motors, 
dynamos, transmission apparatus 
and installations. Certain of elimi- 
nation are tops for cosmetic jars, 
lip-stick holders, toilet pins, ash~- 
trays and yacht fittings. 

As an index to some of the things 
which the public may be compelled 
to do without, it should be useful 
to schedule domestic copper pro- 
duction in 1939, the last normal 
year. Excluding 14,500 tons for 
ammunition and 51,900 manufac- 
tured for export, American indus- 
tries producéd 716,100 tons of cop- 
per wares. Many readers will be 
surprised to find automobiles only 
fourth on the list. Electric man- 
ufactures led with 185,000 tons. In 
order came rods and wires, 95,000 
tons; building construction, 89,000; 
automobiles, 85,000; light and pow- 
er lines, 67,000; telephone and tele- 
graph equipment, 39,000; radio re- 
ceiving sets, 27,000; refrigerators, 
10,000; shipping, 8500; wire screens, 
8000; air conditioning, 6000; heavy 
copper sheets, 4200; clocks and 


watches, 4000; household radiators, 
3600; railroad equipment, 2700. 
Under miscellaneous, totaling 
67,600 tons, were d such 
brass or copper p as eye- 
lets, rivets and burrs, spark plugs, 
inner tube valve stems, flashlight 


seems to have been artificially in- 
duced, through inventory buying 
and the January-June production 
spree; and while that for 1942 could 
be eliminated by means of all-out 
employment of resources accessible 
to the United States, it is held that 
for a year or more, until adequate 
shipping becomes available, a 
grave situation might result should 
this country involve itself in a 
shooting war on land, with its co- 
lossal expenditure of weapons, 
planes, tanks and munitions. 

In addition to present bans, more 
than a year belated, on “protec- 
tive” buying of copper, measures 
suggested in preparation for pos- 
sible contingencies include some 
restraint on unbridled Army and 
Navy procurement, leveling off of 
hoarded stocks through refusal of 
allocations and: compulsory sales 
of excessive reserves, simplifica- 
tion of designs and processes, 
creation of substitutes, increased 
supplies and effectiye price con- 
trols. 


Grumblers against defense 
handling of copper protest that for 
estimates of supply and demand 
reliance has been placed on 
“theorists, economists and profes- 
sors,” instead of men who mine, 
smelt and fabricate the metal. To 
which the OPM reply is that 
whatever the cause may be, the 
shortage is real. To the country 
at large is offered this grim and 
official syllogism: “Defense needs 
for copper are big and getting 
bigger; there isn’t enough copper 
for both civilian use and defense; 
therefore, civilian uses must be 
cut.”

At the same time that the bond 
campaign was launched, the Treas- 
ury began the sale of defense 
stamps in 10-cent units to be saved 
toward a bond. While both bonds 
and stamps were on sale at every 
postoffice as well as at most banks, 
the Treasury has now placed the 
stamps on sale in more than half 
a million retail stores, The larger 
stores also sell bonds. 

Sales by Paper Carriers. 

Just the other day the Treasury 
approved a plan for selling defense 
stamps through newspaper car- 
riers in every part of the country. 
This scheme was worked out by 
the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin 
which in the first seven eks sold 
more than a million stamps through 
Bulletin carriers. A promotion 
campaign has been worked out and 
the hope is to enlist as many as 
possible of the nation’s half-million 
newspaper carriers. 

Sales from May through October, 
as a result of this intensive cam- 
paign, reached a total of $1,775,-

During the last year, ac- 
cording to the Conversation Com- 
mission, they released 80,000 pheas- 
ants and 120,000 quail through the 
game farms. 

The method followed is roughly 
this: Eggs are placed in incubators 
and the chicks hatched. After a 
few weeks they are distributed 
among various sportsmen’s clubs 
throughout the State, who in turn 
place the birds in rearing pens un- 
til they are large enough to re- 
lease. 

This is an excellent plan to run

N all this, Japan’s position is the 

least enviable. For Japan, hav- 
ing started on a campaign of con- 
quest for which she was neither 
politically nor economically strong 
enough, either must enter the 
World War, or get out of it alto- 
gether, and in either case she 
stands to lose the worst of anyone.

She will, thereby, per- 
form an immense service to Hitler 
at immense cost to herself. 

The gains for the Axis from such 
intervention will be made _ in 
Africa, not in the Pacific. Hitler 
knows that, if Japan enters the 
war, Japan is lost. But, by Ja- 
pan’s altruistic hara-kiri, Ameri- 
can material will be deflected to 
the Far East, rather than to Rus- 
sia and Britain, and that is all 
Hitler wants. e

APAN, of course, would like 
Hitler to win the war for Ja- 
pan—as Mussolini hoped he would 
win it for Italy. Japan would 
like to wait, choosing exactly the 
most favorable moment to come in. 
Hitler, on the other hand, wants 
Japan,to win the war for him—at 
the cost of her own defeat. That 
is what Germany means by an al- 
liance. The United States wants 
peace with Japan, and the concen- 
tration of all energies against 
Hitler. 

This would be on all counts the 
best course for Japan to follow. 
Through it she could win peace in 
the Pacific, the economic col- 
laboration of the United States 
now and after the war, and neu- 
trality in the gigantic struggle in 
which, if she enters it, she will be 
the . weakest Axis participant 
ranged against the strongest anti- 
Axis power. »*

has been its enemy in the Pacific, 
Japan will get no quarter, and 
Japan will never again be a great 
naval power. If she leaves China, 
she gives up the plan to be a great 
land and naval power, but she re- 
tains her status as a great naval 
power among other naval powers.

FORT NELSON, B. C., Nov. 29.—

They put an- 
other wrapping of bailing wire 
around their venerable airplanes 
and rode out to establish a fly- 
ing freight service,

Some pretty fair airlines have 
sprung from such modest begin- 
nings. They. continue to prosper 
even though it does take four of 
five passengers to weigh as much 
as a stamp mill or a grand piano. 

History-Making Pilot. 

High .in the ranks of the bush 
pilots who made history in such 
pursuits was Grant W. G. McCona- 
chie, who, it is said, could do every- 
thing with a plane but take it 
apart and reassemble it while fly- 
ing. Once he crashed in the wil- 
derness, lived on pemmican for a 
month while he made new engine 
parts with scrap iron and a ham- 
mer, and, finally flew the plane 
out, 

He nosed out all sorts of routes 
over prairie land, swamp and 
mountains—in planes on skis or 
pontoons. Any patch of snow or 
any damp spot on the muskeg 
(bogland) was a landing field for 
him. He could take off from any 
space larger than a_ telephone 
booth. McConachie freighted en- 
gine parts and hunters and trap- 
pers and gold concentrates with 
the best of them, but after awhile 
he went into the fish-freighting 
business. 

The route by which the bomb- 
ers now wing toward Nome or 
Dutch Harbor, or possibly Tokyo 
or Moscow, is the same as that 
which was once flown by McCon- 
achie’s fish. The route is a good 
one—direct, flat and in a good 
weather belt. McConachie did well 
with the fish. The plan was sim- 
ple: You flew fishermen into the 
remote lake, districts; you flew 
fish out to Edmonton or Calgary. 

$60,000 Fur Theft. 

McConachie was still flying fish 
in 19386 when a couple of men 
raided the Hudson’s Bay post at 
Fort Nelson and took away $60,000 
worth of furs. They were caught 
and identified by Tommy Clark, 
who at that time was company 
factor, but the furs had been 
cached and they wouldn’t tell 
where the cache was. The two 
were taken to Prince George, 
about 400 miles away, for a trial 
which developed into a cause cele- 
bre and did more than any other 
single factor to speed development 
of aviation in the Northwest. 

The Government was anxious 
to keep this sort of thing from 
establishing a precedent, so there 
were a lot of witnesses, virtually 
all, it is said, of the Indians re- 
maining in the northwest corner 
of America. It was manifestly 
impossible to transport them ex- 
peditiously by dog team or canoe 
and that is where McConachie and 
associates came in, 

All that spring and most of the 
summer Indians were flown to and 
from the trial. At the end of the

something over $100,000 and out 
of that grew the Yukon Southern 
Airline, which the old «fish route 
came to be called in its new and 
respectable existence.

Couples from the adjoining states 
of Illinois and Iowa pour into Ka- 
hoka to evade the stringent mar- 
riage laws of their own states. In 
Missouri marriage laws are lax and 
in Kahoka the county government 
— marriage as easy as pos- 
sible. , 


All this cashing in on Cupid 
started in a mild way back in 1937 
when Illinois passed its restrictive 
marriage law requiring a blood test 
and three days’ notice of intention 
to wed. Then Iowa followed with 
a similar law. Kahoka, nestled up 
here in the northeast corner of the 
State, within spitting distance of 
both Illinois gnd Iowa boundaries, 
was a handy mecca for marriage- 
minded couples who wanted to 
sidestep blood tests and stringent 
delay regulations. The hospitality 
of Kahoka and her co-operative 
politicians began to grow. Today 
this dowdy little town of 1781 peo- 
ple holds the undisputed, if some- 
what shoddy, title of being the No. 
1 wedding factory of the Midwest.

Regular marriage license fee set 
by Missouri law is $1.50. Night-is- 
sued licenses cost more. Just how 
much more, Starr won’t say. But 
he hints that it all depends on how 
he sizes up the prospect’s pocket- 
book. 

“Hell’s fire,” he says, “I ain't 
holdin’ this office for my health. 
You've got to have something extra 
for gettin’ out of bed in the mid- 
dle of the night.” 

The regular license fee of $1.50 
goes to the county. Whatever 
Starr gets above that is gravy. 
Besides the night-issued licenses, 
he has a little extra gravy in gold- 
embossed booklet certificates that 
he sells for & dollar. These are for 
discriminating customers who want 
something a little classier than the 
regular detachable certificate that 
comes with the marriage license. 

“That’s strictly on my own 
hook,” says Starr. “The county 
don’t have nothing to do with them 
fancy certificates. I get ‘em in 
lots of 500 from a printing house 
in Ohio. There was some folks 
around here tried to say I made 
couples buy them fancy certifi- 
cates, but that’s politics. This 
here’s the dirtiest town in the 
United States for politics.” 

Getting a marriage license con- 
verted into matrimony is practic- 
ally painless here in Kahoka. The 
town facilities for this purpose in- 
clude six ministers, two justices of 
the peace, a probate judge and the 
presiding judge of the county 
court. 

Between the two justices of the 
peace, John A. Evans and George 
Elmer Moore, there has been con- 
siderable feuding. In fact at one 
time affairs reached practically a 
state of open hostilities on the 
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posite the courthouse and walks a 
half-block down the street to the 
office of Justice of the Peace 
George Elmer Moore. Both pro- 
duce their record books, add up the 
number of marriages performed by 
each and the one with the most 
pays the other $1 each for his 
margin. 

“It’s a racket, pure and simple,” 
Moore howls. “It’s always me that 
pays off. I'm just a keepin’ that 
Evans, that’s all. Me, ’m a man 
what tends to business and Evans, 
he don’t stay in his office half the 
time. But this here contract ex- 
pires the first of the year and 
they'll never get me to sign an- 
other.” 

The “fair-trade” contract came 
about when four strangers, reput- 
ed to be from Dubuque, appeared 
on the courthouse lawn early in 
the summer. Couples armed with 
licenses and looking for a place to 
be married were escorted across 
the street to Justice of the Peace 
Evans’ office.« Moore's business 
went into a terrific slump. 

Evans freely admits that he en- 
tered into an agreement with the 
gentlemen from Dubuque. 

“It weren’t no more than fair 
though,” he explains. “Mvore had 
his friends working for him at the 
courthouse and so when these guys 
from Dubuque come to me and 
said they’d worked their system in 
other places, I told them to go 
ahead and see what they could do.” 

The Dubuque experts evidently 
did all right for when Prosecuting 
Attorney Joseph Lester Gutting 
came around with the “fair-trade” 
agreement and suggested that Jus- 
tice of the Peace Moore sign it,

He takes what 
business is handy, but when busi- 
ness is slow he shuts up shop and 
goes out to his farm. 

“l’m a member of several boards 
around this town,” he explains.

Out of the grist of Kahoka’s™ 
marriage mill, a few couples turn 
up who want the marriage knot 
tied by a minister.

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COUPLE of years ago Mrs. Oliver E. Norton, wife of a 

Washington University professor, picked up a hunk of clay, 

gave it a few preliminary pinches, and began modeling a 
set of shirtwaist studs for her daughter. Almost before she 
knew it she had modeled 
herself an entirely new ca- 
reer out of clay, a career 
that has been both an artis- 
tic and commercial success. 
The artistic side is exem- 
plified by the work in tiles, 
vases, bowls and figurines 
that she does as a sort of 
sideline now. The com- 
mercial part is the thriving 
business in costume jewel- 
ry, products of which are 
the amusing, gaily colored 
necklaces, pins, studs, and 
other gadgets in the forms 
of horses’ heads, clowns, 
masks and squirrels, and, 
mounted on white paste- 
board cards bearing the 
name, Evelyn Norton, de- 
signer. They’re dotting the 
jewelry counter of stores 
all over the country.

“I started all this as a 
hobby but it’s grown into 
quite a business,” Mrs. Norton said. She is a slim, trimly 
dressed woman with reddish brown wavy hair and all the time 
we talked, her long slender fingers were working with a ball 
of clay, molding it into new designs.

“First I model the original in clay,” she explained, 
picking up a clay frog that had hardened to a light 
gray color. “Then I make a plaster cast, and the soft 
clay,” she dipped into a bucket of soft, dark gray clay,

consistency, it’s smoothed, and then fired, or baked, in 

the pottery kiln.

e NEXT THE GLAZE is applied. This is a colorless paste 
when it’s put on and consists of a combination of chemicals 
that get their color from the heat—the chemical reaction tak- 
ing place causes the various colors. You see, glaze is actually 
a form of liquid glass, and it forms a glass coating over the 
fired piece. 

“Then it’s fired again and then some of the jewelry has an 
overglaze paint for decoration and must be fired a third time 
to set the paint.” 

» Mrs. Norton works along with the girls in the actual making 
of the jewelry, besides doing the designing. Her ideas for de- 
signs, she says, come from anywhere and everywhere, 

“I've kept a scrapbook ever since I first started and I get 
ideas from things I see and even things I don’t see. But I 
never follow a picture or copy any other jewelry. I have copied 
some objects like the squirrel pin—I got the idea for that from 
a squirrel on the side of an ash tray. But I try to make all 
my designs as different as I can. 

“T have no especial favorites of the designs I’ve made— 
there are over 200 of them now—but the horse’s head is the 
one that’s received most favorable comment as an armen de-

For a Trim Young Figure 
By Dr. Mary MacFadyen 


N attaining and keeping a trim, 

young figure, Miss Average Wom- 

mn must keep in mind the fig- 
ure’s five weak points. These weak 
points-where faults occur most 
often—are: The posture, the waist- 
line, hips and derriere, the abdo- 
men and the bust. 


Here is'a simple way to make 
sure that you are standing cor- 
rectly: Stand with the back against 
a wall; now flatten the lower back 
against the wall. Raise the chest 
to a comfortable .high position. 
Pullin the abdomen by tightening 
the lower abdominal muscles. Hold 
the head easily erect. Tuck the 
buttocks under. Now walk away 
from the wall and maintain this 


‘correct carriage while standing, 


while walking and even as you sit! 
As you walk, take long easy strides, 
swinging the legs from the hips. 

To trim the waistline, first lose 
those extra pounds, Extra fat ap- 
pears about the waistline as pads 
and rolls—~and this is one of the 
first places to show a gain in 
weight. | 

Next, exercise to firm the mus- 
cles, Raising the chest correctly, 
and flattening the abdomen, makes 
the waist appear slimmer immedi- 
ately, 

Swing and sway: Stand with the 


hands clasped high above the head; & 
now stretch as tall as you can, 


Now bend at the waist, first to 
the right and then to the left; 
do this 10 times each side. Rest. 
Then make a circle with the upper 
part of the body: swing first to the 
right and then backward; then to 
the left, so that you are making a 
swaying circle by twisting at tha 
waist, 


Too much sitting, not enough ex- 
ercise, accumulated fat, tend to 
cause that broad-in-the-beam look. 


Besides any necessary weight re- 
duction, increasing the amount of 
outdoor exercise and home calis- 
thenics, practice the rules of good 
posture and you'll see improve- 
ment right away. First, chest up, 
abdomen in, back straight. Now, 
pull the buttocks in—do this “by 
swinging the pelvis forward and 
tucking the derriere under. This 
correct posture banishes that sway- 
back look and minimizes a broad 
rear line. 

Drop-Kick: Try this. Wad up 
& newspaper into a ball and hold 
it before you in both hands. Now 
first with the right foot and then 
with the left, kick the “ball” sky 
high with a vigorous upward thrust 
of the leg. Ten kicks each leg 
and not puny kicks, either. 

To flatten the abdomen: Stand 
with the lower abdominal muscles 
tightened and the abdomen pulled 
in. Make this posture a habit that 
you do even if you forget. Just 
keeping the abdominal muscles 
tight in this way is an excellent 
exercise and muscle tonic, 

Old Faithful: A tried-and-true 
abdominal exercise, Ede in bed, or 


~on the floor if you're tough, arms 


at sides. Now raise both feet up 


together so that the foot soles look . 


skyward; the knees and feet should 
be slightly apart. Here’s the hard 
part: let the legs down to the bed 
slowly—the last few inches are the 
hardest. You can feel this pull on 
the abdominal muscles, Do this 
exercise only once or twice the 
first day, then gradually increas- 
ing to 10 times daily.

Mrs. Polly Couch Was No Ordinary 
Hitch-Hiker, the Reporter Learned, 
When He Gave Her a Lift on Country 
Road—Tells How She Supports Family

WHITESBURG, Ky., Nov. 29. 


HE woman who stood beside 
T tne highway at the edge of town 

with upraised hand, asking for 
a ride, was unlike the mountain 
women, withered before their time, 
who had sat that day on the court- 
house coping in town, smoking 
their pipes of clay. She was sturdy, 
full-faced and clear-eyed, and she 
smiled in a friendly way. In the 
crook of her other arm she car- 
ried a sizeable bundle that might 
have contained groceries. It 
seemed the part of neighbortiness 
to pick her up. 

She flipped open the off door of 
the car in a practiced way and 
climbed in, settling herself and 
holding her bundle on her lap. 
Where was she going? Home. 
And where was home? Ten miles 
down the road as far as the ride 
was concerned. That would be at 
the mouth of Cow creek. Then up 
over the ridge a mile and a half 
and down on the other side to 
Smoot Creek. That. was where 
she lived. That was home. 

No, it was not unusual for her 
to go eleven-and-a-half miles to 
town and return with an armload 
of supplies. Usually she was able 
to “ketch” a ride, part of the way 
at least. That was how she made 
her living, “ketching” rides, for 
she was a “road-worker,” she ex- 
plained—“and self-supporting,” she 
added with a touch of pride. 

One hesitated, on short acquaint- 
ance, to ask what a road-worker 
was, but the woman met frankly a 
diffident inquiry. “Out in the level 
country,” she said, “they’d call me 
an agent I reckon, or maybe a 
salesman.

That was how she sup- 
ported herself and her four chil- 
dren. ‘ 

How did she get about? Afoot, 
except when she “ketched” a ride, 
carrying her stock in trade in two 
“satchels,” sometimes three.

And ‘the mile and a half over 
the ridge, carrying a sack of meal 
and a heavy bundle! How was the 
road over the ridge? “Hit's 
graded—WPA. Fair for walkin’.” 

“Go on in and get your sack 
of meal. I’ll wait.” 

She looked her surprise. “Hit’s 
kindly of you,” she said. 

So into the WPA road at the 
mouth of Cow Creek the car was 
turned, and over the ridge and 
down to Smoot Creek on the other 
side. 

On the bank of the creek stands 
the slab cabin .that Mrs. Polly 
Couch calls home and is proud to 
call it that. It is 100 years old, 
the old folks tell. In it her parents 
had lived when she was born, her 
father, Bill Bates, ox-team driver, 
farming the four acres of level 
land on his 20-acre farm. Sitting 
by the firevlace she told how she 
had managed to support herself 
and her children and send them 
to school since her husband, to 
whom she had been married when 
she was 16, was hurt in the coal 
mine and died. 

“He got a lick on the head from 
the backfire of a shot in the mine. 
That was, in December, 1929. He 


had a stroke in February and . 


after that he went insane. I took 
care of him till he died. That was 
in April. The oldest child was 7. 
The baby was 3 months old. The 
miners made up money to keep 
us. When my husband died we 
didn’t have money to pay for

The county buried him. 
“We had been living in a com- 


‘pany house at Sergent while my | 


husband worked in the mine. 
After he died we moved out here 
on my mother’s farm. For eight 
months we lived on the mercy of 
the neighbors. Then I got a job 
doing housework at Neon, at $4 a 
week. Mother took care of the 
children. I came home every two 
or three weeks. I couldn’t come 
oftener because: it cost me $1.50 
to make the trip.” 

That went on until Mrs. Couch’s 
mother took sick. She came back 
to Smoot Creek and set about 


solving the problems of living and

bringing up her children, first as 
a farm woman on her four level 
acres and later as a_ traipsin’ 
“road worker.” 

As a farm woman Mrs. Polly 
Couch was an example for hér 
Smoot creek neightors. She gave 
to her four level acres the toil of 
her hands, helped by her children 
when they were old enough to 
help, and it gave back with more 
plenty than most mountain acres, 
even along the creeks, give back. 
Of vegetables and fruit they had 
enough—apples from the trees that 
her father had planted and berries 
that came from her planting—and 
the surplus was canned for the 
winter’s need. After a while she 
kept a cow so that the children 
might have milk, and fattened a 
hog so that they might have meat, 
and raised chickens so that they 
might have eggs. 

As the children, one by one, 
came to school age she sent them 
trudging along the Hot Spot road, 
ungraded then, the two miles to 
Smoot school. There and return, 
four miles, they walked in all 
kinds of weather. Algerie, Lettie 
Opel and Lela finished at Smoot 
school and when the county pro- 
vided school busses they entered 
high school at Whitesburg. Victoria, 
the youngest, 11 years old now, 
still walks the four miles a day 
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to Smoot school and will go to 
high school when she is ready for 
it. 

It was when her children were 
coming to high school age and the 
cost of bringing them up was 
growing greater that Mrs. Couch 
took up’ “road work” four years 
ago to increase her earnings. She 
had heard that there were clothing 
firms in far-away cities that sent 
men’s and women’s wear to agents 
in remote areas, to be sold on com- 
mission. She sought and obtained 
such an agency, received a supply 
of garments, and started out as a 
road worker. She had no means 
of transportation, so there was 
nothing for it but to walk, carry- 
ing her stock with her. 

xk ‘S&S 
UT on the highway she could 
() “xetcn” a ride from one com- 
munity to another, for motor- 
ists did not feel like passing by a 
woman carrying two or three suit 
cases, but when she worked the 
creeks and “hollers,” back from the 
highway, she had to walk and 
carry her stock; for rarely did an 
automobile travel the creekbeds 

that served as roads. 

After a time Mrs. Couch heard 
of a New York firm that supplied 
second-hand clothes to be sold and 
she took on that line. 

With the fair success that ‘she 
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won, Mrs. Crouch’s ambition grew 
and she obtained a line of tailored 
men’s suits and worked the coal 
corporation towns where there 
were white collar workers who 
could afford tailored clothes. 
When the children were old 
enough to be left alone, or there 
was somebody to look after them, 
she made trips that kept her away 
from home for several days, for 
her territory extended from Haz- 
ard to Whitesburg, 41 miles, and 
from Whitesburg in two directions, 
17 miles to Jenkins at the base of 
the Cumberlands, and 23 miles 
across Pine Mountain to the towns 
of Cumberland and Lynch, with no 
end of side trips along the creeks 
that flow into the North Fork of 
the Kentucky River and Trouble- 
some Creek and the Cumberland, 
Nights she spent wherever dark- 
ness overtook her, in mountain 


cabins or at the home of friends. 


in coal camps and other settle- 
ments. 

Coming home her suitcases were 
lighter and her heart was lighter 
because by her earnings she was 
keeping her family together and 
that was her dearest wish. All the 
trudging and fatigue, the toilsome 
days and the lonely nights were 
forgotten when she came to the 
top of the ridge and looked down 
and saw the supper smoke ascend- 
ing from the’ chimney of the cabin 
on the bank of Smoot Creek— 
home, 

Likely the children, watching for 
her, saw her as she came down the 
slope and ran to meet -her, carry- 
ing the suitcases that were empty 
or near empty, happy that she was 
home again, for the days had been 
long since she went away. Some- 
times there were little gifts, 
brought from the centers of trade, 
but their mother’s return was the 
gift that they liked best, 

Mostly from the proceeds of her 
“road work,” Mrs. Couch and her 
children are “better fixed” than 
most mountain families. They ran 
out of meat in July but the other 
day a neighbor helped Algerie, her 
18-year-old son, butcher one of the 
hogs, which will keep them sup- 
plied through most of the winter. 
The potatoes have been dug. 
Canned fruits and vegetables fill 
two cupboards. There are two 
cows and three heifers foraging on

the slope above the four level acres. 
_ Algerie, to help put himself 
through high school, has gone into 
poultry on his own account. He 
bought 100 baby chicks in April. 
They have brought him $45 and he 
has 25 left. Besides he buys young 
pigs and fattens them for sale, sup- 
plementing the NYA help that he 
gets six months in the year. 
“Algerie is getting to be my de- 
pendence now,” says Mrs. Couch 
with a flash of pride. The boy 
would like to go to college, but he 
has stifled that ambition. Instead 


he has filed an application for a,» 


job at a chain store. He will work 
and earn and send his sisters to 
college. Lettie Opel, a high school 
senior with him, just past her sev- 
enteenth birthday, will go to Jack- 
son College next year, with his 
help, and prepare to be a teacher. 
It is part of Algerie’s plan to send 
the other two girls to college— 
Lela, 14, now in her second year at 
high school, and Victoria, still 
trudging her four miles a day to 
and from Smoot School.

EING away much of the time, 
3 Mrs. Couch has trained her 

children to loek after them- 
selves. Every schoolday morning 
they are up at 4 o’clock to milk 
the cows and do the other chores, 
get their own breakfast and pre- 
pare their school lunches. The 
three older ones are always ready 
and waiting when the high school 
bus comes by at 6. Virginia walks 
with other creek children to 
Smoot schoolhouse, 

Mrs. Couch opens the cupboard 
doors to show the canned food that 
stands there, shelf on shelf, and 
calls attention with a glow to the 
six gallons of jelly. “The children 
like it,” she says. “I arways try ‘to 
put up what the children like. 
They’re good children, everybody 
will tell you that.” 

“They certainly are good chil- 
dren,” quavers her 80-year-old 
mother, who has come down from 
her own cabin up the slope, sit- 
ting on the edge of the porch and 
watching her daughter making 
ready to start out again on her 
“road work.” 

Her boy, says Mrs. Couch, doesn’t 
drink a drop, which is more than 
can be said of most mountain boys, 
and he goes to see a nice girl in 
town. 

There’s a saying of her son that 
Mrs. Couch carries in her heart 
when she is away. He is old enough 
to understand and one day he said 
to her: “I remember, Mommy, 
that when I was too young to 
work, you carried wood and coal a 
quarter of a mile to keep us from 
freezing and you kept a roof over 
our heads and you managed, some- 
how, to keep us from going hungry. 
I’m awful proud of you, Mommy.”

“Epicures Say Cocktail Sauce Ruins Oysters" 


By George Rector 


N making the rounds of the food 
| stores I was attracted to the 

bulk oysters, as they » looked 
mighty good to me. The method 
of shipping these oysters direct 
from the oyster openers to the 
stores insures absolute freshness. 
Oysters on the half shell placed 
before the diner are most attrac- 
tive, but I would rather have them 
opened by an expert, rather than 


have them cut or torn by an ania-. 


teur. These bulk oysters, of 
course, can be served raw in glass- 
es, along with a well seasoned 
cocktail sauce. 


Many oyster epicures have told 
me that the cocktail sauce ruins 
the oyster. All they put on the 
raw oyster is lemon juice, salt and 
pepper—and perhaps a drop or two 
of tobasco sauce—that’s all. An- 
other pointer for lovers of raw 
oysters is never eat oysters on 
top of whisky. That’s about the 
worst thing you could possibly do. 
The alcohol preserves the oyster. 
Beer and oysters make a much 
better combination. 


In Rector’s we served with raw 
oysters a certain sauce called 
“Mignonette.” I rarely run across 
this sauce any more, nevertheless 
it’s delectable and different. It’s 
easy to prepare and contains no 
ketchup or horseradish. It’s just 
different! You may like to try 
it sometime. 


MIGNONETTE 
(Spiced sauce for oysters) 

One-half cup tarragon vinegar, 
one tablespoon shallots, finely 
chopped; 20 peppercorns, crushed; 
one teaspoon parsley, finely 
one teaspoon mustard 
seed. 


Mix ingredients together. Serve 
with oysters on the half shell. This 
sauce is never served on the plate 
with the oysters, but is passed with 
a small spoon in the container for 
each one to help himself. Now that 
our mouth is watering for oysters, 
let’s settle down and decide on how

we shall do them. If you like them 
raw,’ then you'll surely want the 
cocktail sauce to accompany them, 
so let us give that recipe first. 
COCKTAIL SAUCE 
(Shellfish) 
Three-fourths cup tomato ketch- 
up, one-fourth cup grated horse- 
radish, one tablespoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, two tablespoons lemon 
juice, strained; 10 drops tabasco 
sauce, one-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Mix ingredients together and 
serve in small cocktail glasses. 
Imbed glasses in plate which is 
covered with finely chopped ice and 
serve oysters in the shell on top of 


ice. 
RUSSIAN COCKTAIL SAUCE 
Same i nts as above. Add 
one-half cup of mayonnaise and 
stir until thoroughly ‘blended. This 
is especially nice on lobster or 
crabmeat cocktail. 
BROILED OYSTERS, CABBAGE RELISH 
Drain oysters of their liquor and 
roll in finely grated stale bread 
crubs. Put them in a double wire 
broiler, clamp handles together, 
baste with melted butter and broil 


under moderate heat until 
browned, turning once during the 
cooking. Serve with triangles of 
freshly made toast and relish. 
CABBAGE RELISH ’ 

Two cups cabbage, finely 
chopped; one cup green pepper, 
finely chopped; one teaspoon cel- 
ery seed, three tablespoons sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-third 
cup vinegar. 

Finely chop the cabbage, like- 
wise the green pepper, discarding 
the seeds and white pulpy part. 
Add celery seed, salt, sugar and 
vinegar; mix thoroughiy and serve. 

Then there is the oyster pie 
recipe which is a family favorite. 


DOUBLE DECKER OYSTER PIE 

One quart oysters, two cups 
cracker meal, a cup stale bread 
crumbs, three-fourths cup melted 
butter, one-fourth cup cream, salt 
and pepper. 

Prepare a buttered crumb mix- 
ture by mixing togethér cracker 
meal, bread crumbs and melted 
butter. Spread one-third of the 
mixture in the bottom of a shallow 
baking dish. Put one-half of the 
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oysters (drained of their liquor) 
on top and season with a little 
salt and pepper and pour half the 
cream over the oysters. Now an- 


other layer of buttered crumbs, 


oysters, seasoning and cream and 
use the remaining crumbs to cover 
the top. Bake in moderately hot 
oven 25 to 30 minutes. 

Cold nights bring on an appetite 
for a savory cheese dish. Welsh 
rabbit always makes a hit. 


WELSH RABBIT 

One pound American cheese, one 
teaspoon salt, one teaspoon mus- 
tard, one-half teaspeon white pep- 
per, one teaspoon paprika, one tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, one- 
fourth cup beer or ale, two eggs. 

A medium sharp  dAnierican 
cheese should be used for rabbits. 
Shred the cheese and melt it with 
the beer, stirring constantly over a 
hot fire. Add the seasonings and 
stir well. When cheese is thor- 
oughly melted and creamy, add 
the eggs, which have been slightly 
beaten, again stirring, this time 
rapidly. Serve rabbit on toast, on 
a very hot plate.

tomers. . Found later at the church, 
he was somewhat reluctant to dis- 
cuss Kahoka’s marriage mill in 
any of its phases. 


“It is my duty to marry those | 


people who desire the blessing of 
the church on their marriage,” he 
explained. “It is not my business 
to determine if the laws of some 
states are right or if some are 
wrong. I realize that the Missouri 
laws are too lax. The only solu- 


tion, however, would be uniform ® 
laws for the whole coun- © 


marriage 


try.” 

Marriage services differ consid- 
erably in Kahoka, depending on 
which one of the town’s marriage 


mechanics is doing the perform-- 


ing. Ministers give a church serv- 
ice, of course, but Justices Evans 
and Moore and Judge Bartels have 
their own ideas on the subject of, 
the service. 

Evans has a syrupy rigamarole 
that he admits he made up him- 
self. It starts out with something 
about love being the sweetest word 
that was ever spoken and how. love 
rules the destiny of the world, and 
ends up with “by the authority 
vested in me by the State of Mis- 
souri and from God on High, I 
now pronounce you man and wife.” 

Moore's service is less saccharine. 
It begins with “Marriage is a joy- 
ous occasion and is connected in 
our thoughts with the magic charm 
of home.” He throws in a couple 
of Biblical references midway in 
the business and when the whole 
thing is over, he usually says to 
the groom “You may spoil that 
lipstick now if you wish.” That's 
to break the tension, he says. 
While filling out the certificate 
after the ceremony, he usually 
warns the couple that his marriages 
are not guaranteed. 

“I tell 'em,” he says, “that I can 
only guarantee two things, and 
that is that they'll either get along 
all right or they'll fight.” 

Judge Bartel’s service is brief, 
basiness-like and distinctly to the 
point. 

“There ain’t,” he says, “no sense 
in making a long story out of it. 
I never did hold with all that riga- 
mole that some folks put into a 
ceremony. I just confine myself 
to what’s necessary to making 
folks legally married. Most of 
"em don’t hear what you say no- 
ways.” . 

Moore, Evans and the Judge all 
charge $2 for the saying of the 
ceremony. If you haven’t your 
own witnesses, it’s 50 cents apiece 
more for the two you need to sign 
the certificate. But lots of grate- 
ful folk, feeling generous under 
the circumstances, disregard the 
$2 standard charge and present 
the fellow doing the marrying with 
$5 or even $10. Night and Sunday 
business is particularly profitable. 
The couples getting married at 
night or on Sunday are given to 
understand, delicately, of course, 
that the regular $2 fee is a trifle 
low for work done after offic 
hours. | 

Most enterprising of all those 
mixed up in the business of Kaho- 
ka’s marriage mart is Justice 
Moore. He buys wedding rings 
in broken sizes and lots and sells 
them, at a profit, to couples who 
turn up without rings. Moore also 
sells signs that read “Just Married 
—by G. E. Moore.” Grocery stores 
and restaurants around Kahoka 
also peddle these signs for Moore. 

A hard worker, Moore has so 
far this year “solemnized” 1804 
marriages. Even after dividing up

with Evans, he has a neat income. 
He plans to expand his holdings, 
which now include a two-room 
combination office and home, and 
a lot that was once an unfilled 
dump. If business holds out, he 
intends to build a couple of cab- 
ins on the back of his lot. He fig- 
ures he can pick up a little extra 
change by renting these out to 
newlyweds. Occasionally now 
Moore rents out his own bedroom 
and sleeps in his car. 


Seriously crippled sirice he sus- 
tained a back injury in a fall 
from a ladder some years ago, 
Moore does beautiful crocheting, 
quilting and fancy work. 


“T can do anything,” he says. 
“Why, I’m the only guy in town 
that can marry four couples at 
the same time. Evans now can’t 
do it. He can’t keep the names 
straight.” 

Not many couples turn up in 
combinations of four, but couple 
by couple they stream into Ka- 
hoka day and night. And as the 
town’s fame as a Gretna Green 
grows, so grows the marriage 
business. In 1939 there were 1133 
marriage licenses issued here; in 
1940 there were 1353. During the 
11 months of this year the num- 
ber has already leaped to 4641 
and there’s still a month’s busi- 
ness to be added to that figure. 

“In other years $350 to $400 was 
a big month for the recorder’s of- 
fice,” Recorder Archie Starr said 
to this reporter. “In August of 


‘this year the receipts jumped to 


$1300.” 

Starr is in no way in favor of 
a marriage health bill for Mis- 
souri, : 

“What I say is don’t penalize 
people who want to get married,” 
he says in a loud and very def- 
inite tone. “It’s the single ones 
who are peddling the diseases 
they're trying to stamp out by 
makin’ people take a blood test 
before marriage.” 

And if folks who want to evade 
the laws of their states want to 
come to Kahoka, it’s all right with 
Starr. He gets out of bed at night 
to issue licenses—for a considera- 
tion, of course—and on Saturday 
night, the peak point of the 
marrying business, he and Justice 
Moore stay up practically all night 
to accommodate the customers, 


Taken From the Greek 


By Frank Colby 


HETHER you know it or not, 
W tnere are in your vocabulary 

scores, yes, hundreds of words 
of excellent Greek, although you 
may never have delved between 
the covers of a Greek textbook in 
your lifetime. 

The saying is trite that “The 
Greeks have a word for it”; never- 
theless, it does state the case ex- 
actly, for many of the Greek words 
that we use in everyday speech 
have no equivalents and would be 
badly missed, as we soon shall see. 

Let. us begin with the Greek 
form auto-, a word that suggests 
“motor vehicle” to most of us. How 
can a person’s signature be an 
“auto”-graph? Aute- does not mean 
“car.” It means “of or by oneself.” 
Now the Greek -graph means 
“writing.” An autograph, then, is 
“self-writing.” Automobile (auto- 
plus the Latin mobilis, “to move”) 
means “self-movement.” Automat- 
ic (from the Greek automatos) 
means “self-acting.” Autopsy 
(auto- plus optos, “seen”) means 
“self-seeing.” 

The combining form -graph (also 
-graphy) appears in other familiar 
words that will be discussed here. 
Biography is from the Greek bio- 
(from bios) meaning “life”; hence, 
“a written accdunt or history of a 
person’s life.” Now, if we place 
auto- before biography, thus: auto- 
biography, we have the word that 
means “a history of one’s life, writ- 
ten by oneself (self-life-writing.)” 

Another important combining 
form is -ogy (also -logue), mean- 
ing “speaking, discourse, doctrine, 
science.” Now it is clear why biol- 
ogy means “the science of life (life- 
science).” Also we find -logue in 
dialogue. The Greek dia- means 
“through, between or divided in 
twe parts.” This is why dialogue 
means “a discourse between two 
persons (between-two-speaking).” 

We know several words begin- 
ning with geo-, which means 
“earth.” Geology is “earth-sci- 
ence.” Geography is “earth-writ- 
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ing.” Geometry is “earth measure.” 

The Greek mono- means “one; 
single.” It instantly explains such 
words as monologue, “one-speak- 
ing,” and monotone, “one-tone.” 
Monotony clearly is the effect pro- 
duced by a monotone—that is, a 
lack of change or variety. Adding 
«poly (“to sell”) gives us the well- 
known word monopoly (one-sell- 
ing). 

Micro-, of course, means “very 
small.” The word microbe is 
formed from -bios (‘life’), hence, 
“vyery-small-life.” If we add -meter 
to micro-, the resulting word is 
“micrometer,” an instrument for 
making very smal] measurements 
(“very-small-measure”). If we add 
-phone (“sound”), we have micro- 
phone; adding -scope (“to view”) 
gives us microscope. 


A much-used Greek combining 
form is tele-, meaning “far off; 
operating from a distance.” This 
at once explains such familiar 
words as telegraph and telegram 
(distant-writing), telephone (dis- 
tant-sound), telescope (distant- 
view), teletype (distant-typing), 
telephoto (distant-light) and tele- 
vision (distant-seeing).

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F you haven't already done it, 
| now's the time to start making 

your Christmas fruit cakes. A 
fruit cake may be made just as 
small or just as opulent a gift as 
you wish. Bake it in a tiny 
bread-loaf pan, turn it out, glaze 
and decorate it, and tie it up in 
moisture-proof cellophane and 
ribbon. Or bake it in a big oven- 
ware glass casserole and wrap up 
casserole and all as your gift.

Her heroine who shows 
less by conduct, unfortunately, than 
by long and frequently tiresome ex- 
position, the need of restoring iron 
to the American soul is tainted to 
an irritating degree by a strain of 
Pollyanna.

Some people see everything way when locking at things 
flatly, but don't know it. They are sufferers from aniseikonia— ‘unequal 
imagery’—in which one eye gets a larger and differently shaped image 
than the other. Somewhere in the higher brain centers, physicians don't 
know just how, these two images are combined as one. But the person 
with aniseikonia usually is confused by trying unconsciously to fuse the 
two images into one, because of their-inequality, so he suffers from such 
things as splitting headaches, eye aches, fatigue, nervousness, distress 
from bright-light, sm eyes, drowsiness, dizziness, nausea. However; 
if the difference is less than one per cent, the person usually develops 
a tolerance, and the inequality doesn't trouble him. Or if it's over six 
per cent, he unconsciously suppresses the image of one eye (as a skeet 
shooter does who aims with both eyes open) and isn’t bothered. | 
Such unequal images were first described as long ago as 1863, but 
it wasn't until 1924 that it was realized that small amounts of aniseikonia 
often were responsible for symptoms which couldn't be relieved, and a 
way of accurately measuring and correcting unequal eye images with 
special lenses was found. Curiously, the work was not by a
